N. O. DEERING, 
REPUBLICAN CRITICISM OF CONGRESSIONAL 
DOINGS. 


Congressman N. ©. Deering, accompanied 
by his wife, wus at the Pacific yesterday on 
his way tohis home at Osage, Ia. A Trin 
UNE reporter succeeded in having a chat 
with the gentleman, in which some public 
questions were discussed. The reporter 
asked: 

Ho do you stand upon the matter of ex- 
tending railroad land-grants where they are 
claimed to have been forfeited, as in the case 
of the Northern Pacific and the Texas Pacific 
Railroads ?”* : 

“Well,” said the gentleman, that is a 
hard question to answer. The Northern Pa- 
cific grant extension was reported favorably 
by the Judiciary Committee of the House, 
but no action was taken upon jt. Inasmuch 
as the Northern Pacific Railroad acted in the 
utmost good faith, and has intended to push 
its lines to completion, as was contemplated 
by the Governmept when the grant was 
made, [could not see how the Government 
could well deprive the. corporation of the 
land which was granted it to stimulate and 
forward eat enterprise.. As for the 
other grants, I have not examined into their 
merits sufficiently to be warranted in ex- 
pressing an ank ae in regard to them.“ 

“Do you think that Congress enacted any 
beneticial legislation at its last session ?”’ 

“My own judgment is that when the 
country comes to understand what has been 
done aud what has been left undone the ver- 
diet of the people will be that the Forty- 
seventh Congress has accomplished an ex- 
traordinary amount of im nt legisia- 
tion, and. has escaped more jobs and vicious 
legisiation than any Con within my 
recollection. Very few private or doubtful 
claims have gone through, especially 
of those Southern War claims, many 
of which are were ot a 
questionable character. The people had 
been kept in suspense for a long time bya 
discussion of the tariff 12 in Congress 
and out of Congress, 1 felt that the ple 
expected arid desired some measure of per- 
manent reform, and a reduction of the bur- 
dens of taxation. And, while the bill we 
Was not in all respects 
what most Republicans. desired, it must, 
nevertheless, be regarded asa great improve- 
ment upon the present law. It reduces the 
inte -reyenue taxes to a very large ex- 
tent, removes tariff bur- 
dens trom a many articles 
that are in ge uses among 
the people in all parts of the country. We 
will take, for instance, sugar. There is in 
that alone a reduction of about $12,000,000. 
And, while no industry in this country can 
be harmed by any of the tariff reductions, 
there is aagrcely a family in the country that 
is not benefited by some ohe of its pro- 
visions. Wire for fenci 
large reduction was made, is Indispensa- 
bie to the farmers in all parts of 
the country. The same may be said of 
steel rails, woolen and cotton goods, eto. 
‘The chief benefit to the country is to come 
from the fact that. we have reached a settle- 
ment of this gredt question, and persons in 
business ane these who have money to in- 
vest will shape their business and invest- 
ments in harmony with the new measure, 
and 1 look for a general season of prosperity 
for the country as outcome of the pas- 
sage of this bill.“ 

What about the River and Harbor bill?“ 

It passed the House, but there was not 
time to consider it in the Senate.“ 

Did you favor its passage?“ 

1 did not. 1 was opposed to this, as I 
was to the one which was passed at the pre- 
vious session. I am in favor appropriations 
for these works, where they are purely of a 
National character, but feel that, as the Pres- 
ident and Secretary of War had recom- 
mended that no Riverand Harbor bill should 
be passed at this session, it was hardly prob- 
able that any important interest would suf- 
fer for want of any such appropriation.”’

GROWTH OF THE POST-OFFICE. 

Fifty years ago, when James II. Marr first 
entered the service of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, there were only 2,800 post-oflices ia 
the country, and the revenue collected from 
them was $58,000,000. The offices rose to the 
number of 3,600 in 1865, and the revenue was 
not much of an increase over thirty odd 
years previous. Today there are , 150 post- 
offices, and the revenue from them is 846, 
000,000, and the postage*stamps and stamped 
envelopes sold for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1882, amounted to nearly $42,000,000.

A PLUNDERED TREASURY. 


Trial of James Lyon tor Assisting in 
the Robbery of the Treasury of Buffa- 
lo, N. ¥.—Almost Halt a Million Dol«- 
lars Stolen. 

BurFaLo, N. X., March 9.—([Special.)— 
The trial of James Lyon for complicity 
with Joseph Bork in the embezzlement of 
public funds while City Treasurer is the 
main topic of interest at present. Lyon is 
about 6 years old, but a few years ago he 
was a banker and real-estate broker and a 
pillar of the church. Joseph Bork is G years 
of age. He was City Treasurer from 1872 
to 1875, and previous to and during 
his term was connected with Lyon in 
the banking and real-estate business. Fail- 
ing of reélection in 1875, he left town very 
suddenly, and investigation showed him to 
be a defaulter to tne amount ef $470,000. He 
subsequently returned, was tried, and con- 
vieted. Another trial was secured, it also 
ending with aconviction. Bork is now un- 
der heavy bonds, and is to be sentenced in 
the near future. Lyon was tried some time 
ago and convicted of complicity. This is his 
second trial. Public interest was hightened 
today by the appearance of Bork on the wit- 
ness-stand. lt appears that he biames 
Lyon for much of his luck, and is de- 
termined to get even by showing 
up the business methods of the 
firm. The great plunderer makes a model 
witness, and the story of the memorable four 
years’ steal is toid with circumstantiality and 
directness. Bork's history is closely inter- 
woven with that of the prisever at the bar. 
He became acquainted with Lyon in 1853, 
and was employed by him in 1857 as an office- 
boy. Lyon was then in: the real-estate 
business. He continued with Lyon 
until 1867, when he succeeded in 
buying a fifth interest the busi- 
ness. Subsequently the real-estate branch 
was transferred to 
banking was carried on by Lyon & Co., Bork 
being a member of each firm. He early de- 
veloped an aptitude for finance, and his ven- 
tures were uniformly suceesstul. Previous 
to being elected City Treasurer he specu- 
lated successfully in real-estate in East Buf- 
faio. From his evidence it appears that the 
work of plundering the Treasury began the 
very week he assumed the position. He 
enumerates a multitude of fraudulent acts on 
his part to which he claims Lyon was a 
party. The District-Attorney says it will 
be shown: conclusively that every dollar 
of the $470,000 passed through the hands of 
the firms of Lyon & Co., baukers, and Lyon, 
Baker & Co., realrestate agents. When these 
firms were short of money, it is asserted, the 
public Treasury was an unfailing supply. 
rhe casb itself was taken from the Treasury 
vault when — wanted currency, one of 
Bork’s worthless checks signed “Lyon 
& Co.,“ or a simple memorandum 
of the loan, being left to Keep the 
department books apparently straight. 
City bonds intrusted to Treasurer 
tor negotiation were sold and the avails put 
into the business of the private firms instead 
of into the public coffers, and $200,000 worth 
of taxes were canceled in cousideration of 
checks and the memorandums, upon which 
nothing has been realized. Bork says this 
method was pursued until the catastrophe of 
exposure at close of his second term. The 
history of the transactions has been admitted 
in evidence as bearing upon Mr. Lyon’s 
guilty knowledge of what was gol on, 
The indictment on which he is ing 
tried specially relates to an item of $2,200, 
Whether he can be convicted of complicity 
in the misappropriation of this identical 
item remains to be seen. Bork seems to 
take especial delight in watching his oid em- 
ployer’s face while giving his testimony. 
Many think he hopes to secure a mitigation 
of his own sentence by “peaching” on his 
former associate. + 


INDIAN TER RITORY. 


Hundreds of Squatters Now in the Ter- 
ritory—An Effort to Lease Lands Frus- 
trated. 

LittLe Rock, Ark., March 9.—[Special.]— 
As soon as the information spread that the 
Government contemplated buying 10,000,000 
of the Sioux Reservation, Indian Territory, 
squatters poured in and erected shanties and 
built small pole fences, and seratched the 
grounds with any kind of implements in order 
to get possession. Fortysuch improvements 
were made in a very few days after the news 
of the purchase was made public, and, as the 
purchase has not been made, these squatters 
are a little “previous” in their action, and 
will probably he helped out of the reserva- 
tion by a body of soldiers. 

Mr. Peter Fe Campbell, of Southern IIIIi- 
nois, has been in Washington City for some 
time trying to lease a tract of the lands in the 
Territory of thirty miles square, for which 
he offers $50,000 per annum—about 10 cents 
peracre. Other parties are anxious to ob- 
tain the same lands ata much higher figure, 
and lease them for a term of years, but the 
Seeretary of the Interior claims he has no 
right to act in the matter, and refuses all 
such applications. He says the Indians, 
through their authorities, have the rigir to 
lease their lands, but that a ruling will soon 
be made in the department by which even 
they will be prevented from leasing the lands.

SLEEPING-CARS. 
ANOTHER INVESTIGATION ON FOOT. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., March 9.— [Special.] 
A chain of circumstances would seem to in- 
dicate to the careful but unprejudiced ob- 
server that the present Legislature has set 
its eye on the sleeping-car companies, and 
more especially Mr. Pullman's, and, to put it 
briefly but expressively, has got it in” for 
them. Similar attempts have been made for 
years back, but the situation this trip is pe- 

culiar. Probably the most formidable of these 
now historie efforts to regulate” the prices 
of upper and lower berths, sections, 
and state-rooms, was that of four years 
ago, when the Senate actually passed a 
bill, while a similar measure in 
the House slipped along by easy stages, and 
was killed with some considerable difficulty 
only when it reached third reading. There 
were some queer people in the Legislature 
men, as there are now, but the peculiarity of 
the situation now is that the queer“ ones 
and those whose reputations are above suspi- 
cion ahd there motives not open to doubt 
seem to have entered into an unnatural but 

et powerfulailiance. The macer“ and the 

ardfisted yeoman meet upon common 
ground, and kick against what they de- 
pounce as exorbitant rates for bunking” all 
night in a sleeping-car. 
LEGAL PROBLEMS. 

The company against which the attack is 
particularly aimed has endeavored by legal 
arguments to show that the Legislature has 
no authority to regulate the price of luxu- 
ries, and by facts and figures that its char 
are reasonable and not extortionate. But 
somehow or other the average member re- 
fuses to be persuaded on either proposition, 
The voice of the Pie, See yt is still load in 
the land. The friends of the company both 
in and out of the Legislature, while natural- 
ly anxious to prevent all legislation on the 
question, in view of the threatened expensive 
litigation they see ahead of them, have 
ali along professed their ability to beat the 
bill in the cvurts if they couldn't in the- 
Legislature, and have apparently about ar- 
rived at that point where they propose to 
defy the law-making power and tell it to go 
ahead and do as it likes. This, as might be 
imagined, is anything but comtorting to the 
“queer” fish in the legislative pond, and 
the combination between the two elements 
already referred to has apparently been 
streug he isin consequence, 

Another little circumstance has had a 
rather stiffening effect. Frank Lawrence, 
one of Chicago's most prominent members 
in the Lower House, has narrated an inci- 
dent which seems to have added kindling to 
the fire. Coming down on the morning train 
from Chieago a week or so ago he rode part 
of the way with a Director of the Alton 
Road, who, in the course of conversation, 
told him that Mr. Pullman personally pro- 
tested with President Blackstone some time 
ago against the adoption of the chair-car sys- 
tem because it would draw travel from the 
sleepers. The protest was unavailing, 
and the chair cars were put on 
and are still in use. Mr. Pullman’s 
version ef the story has not been 
heard, at least in Springfield, but Mr. Law- 
rence says he is ready to produce the Alton 
Director whenever called upon. 

THE CONTEST OF COMMITTEES. 

If anything were needed to help on the 
anti-Pullman movement, the slipshed, vacil- 
lating conduct of the House Committee on 
Corporations was sufficient to do it. The 
popular revolt against this sort of thing was 
shown the other day when the House Rail- 
road Committee promptly decided to recom- 
mend Haines’ bill, and thus stole the other 
committee’s thunder, and at the same time 
administered it a rebuke which was felt if 
not heard. The Haines bill strikes at 
the root of the legal controversy by declar- 
ing sleeping car companies common carriers, 
and then proceeding to fix lower rates for 
them. As it stands today, the Haines bi 
which is already on the order of secon 
reading, will be the bill to pass the House if 
any does, while the Rook bill, over which the 
Corporation Committee fin so long, will 
be lost somewhere in the shuffle,

CntcAGO has 3,90 licensed liquor-shops, 
and, adding the drug-stores, groceries, res- 
taurants, and dives in which liquor Is sold 
without licenses there are probably 5,000 
dispensaries of intoxigants Within the city 
limits, This gives one dramshap to every 
120 inhabitants, or one to every twenty-four 
families. There are less than 2,800 stores for 
the supply of fead-—grecera, butchers, and 
bakers--in the city. or leas than half as 
many food-depets as there are rum-holes.

ENGLISH NEWS FOR OUR MARKET. 
Ever since Gambetta died the dispatches 


from France! have rung all the, possible 


changes on the prospects ot impending rev- 
elution. But there has been no such over- 


turning. It must bea Fall mind that does 


10t begin to suspect that the news which is 
fed out to the American press from Europe 


is not entirely trustworthy. Any one whe | 


jaid out his plans for business or pleasure by 
what was telegraphed from London, or from 
Paris by the way of London of the impend- 
ing anarchy about to overwhelm unhappy 
France sees now that he was misled. 

The Pall Maul Gazette prints 4 letter from 
a Paris correspondent which throws the cool 
light of day dn the lurid beacon: fires that 
have been kept burning by the English news- 

atherers through whom all our information 

filtered. This correspondent declares that 
it is by no means necessary to take the gitua- 
tion there au tragique Order reigns 
throughout the country, taxes are paid regu- 
larly, and young women and men marry and 
are given in marriage, just as when Minis- 
ters are solidly riveted to their portfolios. 
The prolonged crisis bears hard only on 
officeseekers. itso little affects the millions 
as to justify almost the theory that France is 
best governed without a Government. 

The fact is, that the news we haye sent us 
fram Europe is almost all of an Anglican 
tint. Whether the subject be Indian, or 
Egyptian, or Irish, or anything else, the dis- 
patches receive an English twist before they 
reach us. London is the greatest news 


centre in the world, but it is ap English. 


centre. No one who does not remember this 
can make the necessary correction iu reading 
the foreign news for the equation of error. 

In an editorial comment on the letter of its 
Paris correspondent, the Pall Malt Gazcite 
asserts that it gives a much-needed warning. 
A political, or perhaps it would be more cor- 
rect tu say a parliamentary, crisis in France 
is no uncommon occurrence. All it gen- 
erally means is a commotion on the surface, 
while the great depths below remain per- 
fectly tranquil. Professional politicians and 
financial speculators are much exeited, but 
the great mass of the people eare little. and 
the business of the country goes on much as 
usual, 

No one can understand French politics 
who does not comprehend the paradoxical 
mixture in its Government of instability at 
the head with fixedness throughout the 
mass. The Government of France is so 
highty centralized that it is a machine that 
almost anybody can work, and that runs 
along pretty much the same, no matter who 


has the chair, or throne, or whatever the su- | 


preme seat may happen to be called. Piron 
said sardonically, but truly, to a Frenchman 
who was bewailing the loss of one of the 
royal Princes: Console yourself, you will 
never be without a master.” Alphonse 
Karr knew his countrymen when he 
said: “The more change, the more 
of the same thing.” To use their own 
phrase the Frenchman likes to feel 
himself admihistre. A company of sol- 
diers entered the Foreign Office in the awful 
days of 1848, when the air was full of the 
thunders of the cannon vollefing at the bar- 
rioades and the streets were running with 
citizens’ blood. All the clerks were quietly 
at work, and one of them rising said politely 
ta the officer, ** Have 1 the honor of address- 
ma the new Government?“ Louis Na- 
poleon’s Minister of the Iuterior sent a few 
months later copies of the new Constitution 
to be posted by all the rural Mayors. One of 
them innocently replied to him: “I have 
posted your Excellency’s Constitution, and 
shall take great pleasure in plaecarding all 
those you may send me hereafter.” ‘The 
Mayor was incapable of trony. All he had 
in his mind was the mast docile possible 
willingness to obey the Government, what- 
ever might be ite name. 

The secret of the English discoloration of 
the news from France is partly tribal preju- 
dice, but much more political. France is a 
Republic, and the Euglish hate republics. 
They love to dwell on American Mormon- 
isin, because, now that slavery is gone, Mor- 
monism seems to be eur worst sere spot. Sir 
Charles Dilke could not enter the Gladstone 
Ministry until he had recanted his youthful 
rhapsodies in favor of republican govern- 
ment Challemel-Lacour lately said in the 
French Senate that all the leading Ministries 
of Europe were hostile to the French Repub- 
lic. He is a publicist and diplomatist who 
has had a wide experience. It would be 
strange indeed if it were not so, when one 
considers the vast number of established in- 
terests that are bound up with the non-repub- 
lican Governments of Europe: 

It would add immensely to the interest and 
trustworthiness of the news fram Europe if 
the gentlemen who gather it in London tor 
the American market wuuld exercise a little 
democratic independence of judgment, and 
could dissociate themselves sufficiently from 
their delightfully aristocratic surroundings 
to remember that if our foreign news must 
have its percentage of adulteration we would 
prefer to mix in our own prejudices instead 
of those of our British cousins.

THE WEW YORK ELEVATED ROAD 
PARES. 

The failure of the attempt to reduce fares 
on the New York elevated roads seems 
traceable to much the same cause as the 
breakdown of the legislation proposed in 
Nebraska to regulate railroads. ‘The re- 
formers tried to de too much. In Nebraska, 
with singular lack of discretion, they went 
beyond the provision of the Illinois law, 
which makes the rates fixed by the Railroad 
Commissioners prima facie reasonable, but 
subject to rectification by the courts if 
proved to be unreasonable. The Nebraska 
bill proposed to put the rates of the Railroad 
Commission beyond appeal, and as a conse- 
quence the whole scheme of regulative legis- 
lation went by the board, 

The New York anti-monopolists. passed 
their bill to reduce the fares on the elevated 


roads in direct opposition, as Gov. Cleveland 


shows in his veto, to the provisions of the 
general railroad law of the State. That 
law distinctly reserves the right to the Leg- 
islature to reduce railroad rates, but restricts 
such reductions to cases in which the roads 
affected earn more than 10 per cent on the 
capital invested. It further stipulates that 
this surplusage of earnings must be officially 
established by specific.investigation by the 
Stete authorities. There has been ne such 
Investigation. No excess of earnings above 
10 per cent on theinvestment has been proved 
to exist, and consequently the attempt of the 
Legislature to reduce fares is an effort to ex- 
ercise its rights without observmg the ci- 
relative obligations. On this ground Gov. 
Cleveland’s veto, although open to eriticism 
for its lack of sympathy with the grievances 
of the public, is unassallable. This has been 
admitted by the refusal of the Assembly to 


pass the bill over the Governor’s veto and 


by the introduction of a resolution calling 
for the necessary investigation inte net earn- 
ings as a preliminary to a renewal of the 
movement for lower fares by compulsion, 
All our evils of corporate aggression and 
betrayal ot the trusts confided by the bounty 
of the peopie are exhibited in their intensest

Scores of 
lives have been lost by the brutality and care- 
lesness of employés. who have so far had as 
complete immunity as their superiors. 

Private lawsuits, public prosecutions, Im- 
peachments, legislative enactments, have 
been resorted to as a cure for these ills, 
After all these years of effort the pubiie finds 
itself where it started, facmg an impregua- 
bie glacis of vested rights, or, as the New 
York Times aptly describes it, “intrenched 
villainy.” The New York reformers have 
bravely started again in their task to reduce 
the corporations which have become public 
masters to the function of publle servants 
for which they were chartered. | 

It takes a very hopeful eye to see beyond 
and above the difliculties in their path. 
When they have ascertained that the net 
earnings of the elevated roads are large 
enough to permit of a reduction they have 
aceomplished nothing. As the reads will be 
left in the hands of their present managers 
all that will be necessary will be for them to 
so increase salaries, expenses, and what not, 
that the net earnings will again fall below 
the 10 per cent surplus. Then, accordimg to 
the law, the rates must be restored. It the 
roads continue to be run by the moral aliens 
now in chargé itis manifest that the regula- 
tive experiments of the Commonwealth of 
New Lork have but a sorry chance of suc- 
css. 

The remedy of condemning the whole sys- 
tem by an exercise of the savereign right of 
eminent domain, and purchasing it at its 
actual value to be operated by the State, 
would be complete in an ideal community. 
But the success af such a radical experiment 
in ‘a political rabbie, like that of New York, 
is more than doubtful. It the people ef 
New .York were wise enough as a com- 
munltty te select their agents as shrewdly 
as Gould and Field do, pay them as liberally 
and give them honest recegnition instead of 
the proverbial “ingratitade of Repubiics,” 
they could do such a thing. Bat if they 
were such a community this evil would 
never have been able to live among hem. 
New York concentrates the vices as well as 
the wealth of the country within itself, The 
elevated railroads furnish unigue Hlustra- 
tions of the one and the other. The remedy, 
it ane is ever to be had, will be as much a 
matter of the growth of character as of any- 
thing else. There is no royal road out of 
this corporation puzzle for a people whe 
seek reform while content to live in polit- 
ical and social sloughs and lagoons. New 
York City has yet to prove that it deserves 
any better treatment than it gets from the 
elevated roads.

With all respect for Gen. Sherman’s 
acquaintance with the “sword” and with 
its uses, which certainly qualifies him to 
speak for that instrument of contention as 
an expert, we are inclined to take issue with 
him on the question of its superiority over 
the pen, and to question whether histery en- 
tirely supports his position. 

In this world there are two ways of appeal- 
ing to the individual and moving him from 
his position—by reason and brute force, which 
have their symbols in the pen and the sword. 
When reason fails, and that is always first 
employed, then the appeal is made to foree. 
To the first the mind acquiesees, if convinced, 
the victory is complete, and the struggle is 
netrenewed. To the second there may be ac- 
quiescence, but it is upon compulsion. No 
conviction is produced, the victory is incom- 
plete, the struggle will be renewed whenever 
the defeated party gathers sufficient strength. 
It is but a physical victery.: The reason, the 
logic, and the conviction remain with the 
vanquished, ba cannot be overeome by 
mere force any more than Galiteo's knowl- 
edge could be eradicated by his priestly per- 
secutors. It is the very knowledge in many 
cases that the reason is with one party that 
irritates the second party to the use of brute 
foree; but is a vietery that cannot produce 
conviction greater than a victory that can? 
Is an acquiescence upon compulsion greater 
than the surrender upon convienon? Gen. 
Sherman affirms it; Tus Tao denies it. 

There are many cases in which the pen not 
only has been mightier than the sword but 
the sword without the pen would have been 
impotent of any result. Martin Luther’s pen 
was mightier than the Papal sword or any 
sword ever drawn in Europe against it. 
What Martin Luther did with the pen re 
mains in defiance of the sword, and will re- 
main forever. It was his pen dnd voice pro- 
testing against Romish error and mental 
tyranny and contending for the right of free 
thought and individual judgment ip things 
spiritual, demanding permission for the laity 
to read the Bible for themselves, and defying 
the dogmas of Popes, that reused Europe. 
The priests waged the Thirty Years’ War to 
extirpate what his pen had done; but after 
the close ef that long, bloody, and memora- 
ble struggle it was Martin Luther’s ideas 
that prevailed, and they still prevail, broader, 
more powerful, and more convincing than 
when he nailed his protests to the church; 
door. 

What sword has been mightier than Knox’s 
pen in Scotland or Latimer’s in England ? 
What was it that wraught that terrible cure 
for a terrible evil, the Freach Revolution, but 
the strong pens and ringing words of such 
men as Voltaire. and Mirabeau? What 
swords can de compared in might 
with the trumpet calls of Cavour and Maz- 
zini in Italy? Garibaldi wielded both pen

For seven centuries the sword has been in- 
vaked to release Ireland from the yoke of 
British tyranny—but in vain. Hut the pen 
of. Parnell is shaking the Tory aristocracy of 
Great Britain, and snapping the chains of 
landlerdism and oppression which have so 
long bound down that island. 

The history of our own cohntry should 
convinee Gen, Sherman that he is in error. 
It is the thinking pen that gave America re- 
publican institutions and made her the won- 
derful Nation she ls. It was the pen that 
prepared the colonial mind for the Revolu- 
tion, It was the speeches and writings of 
Franklin, Adams, Paine, Jefferson, Madison. 
and other great thinkers that paved the way 
for independence and made the Revolution 
possible. Had the hot-headed and excited 
advocates of resistance plunged into the cen- 


test without this preparation, the sword 


wotld haye miserably failed. The most 
powerful sword in the Revolution was-Wash- 
ington’s, but no other General in the patriotie 
service accomplished as much as Thomas 
Paine and Jefferson with their ringing dec- 
larations of human rights and their eloquent 
denunciations of tyranny. It was their ideas 
that awoke, inspired, and fired the colonists 
to strike for liberty. 

No one would pluck a single leaf from the 
laurels of our heroes iu the War of the Re- 
belllon, but whose ideas inspired them and 
aroused them to the overthrow of the abhor- 
rent system of human slavery and to the de- 
fense of the National Government? Was it 
not the pen and voice of Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, Greeley, Garrison, Phillips, Lovejoy, 
Ben Wade, Charles Sumper, Abraham Lin- 
coln, and other men of the pen?

A POLYGLOT MAN-OF-WAR. 

It was recently discovered that there was 
a vessel belonging to the United States navy 
called the Ashuelot. Simuitaneously with 
the discovery she went down in Chinese 
waters and naturally didn’ t come up again. 
After she had been down some time the 
news, leisurely traveling around the glabe, 
reached the Navy Department. Neither the 
Secretary nor the underlings put on mourn- 
ing. Itseemed to have been an accepted 
fact that she would go down, as she was 
made for that purpose, and no time was spent 
in lamenting her loss. She was a double- 
ender, intended for cruising in shallow water 
or in rivers. She was so old that ancient 
Spanish galleons and junks of former Chi- 
nese dynasties must huve welcomed her as a 
comrade when they saw her coming down. 
She was se rotten that even the barnacies 
had deserted her crumbling keel. Why she 
ever left our peaceful ereeks, or how she 
éver gotinto Chinese waters, or what she 
was wanted for after she got there, no one 
claims to know. Her identity and fate were 
as sudden and startling as the vision of the 
white fantom ship that sometimes gleams 
an instant before affrighted sailors in the 
dark and then disappears. 

Little by little we glean some particulars 
about this mysterious double-ender that got 
away from home without any one’s khowl- 
edge. It now appears that she had on board 
fifteen officers, 111 landsmen and sailors, and 
sixteen marines, in all 143 souls, to man- 
age this ancient erakt. It was as motley a 


crowd as was present at the construction of. 


the Tower of Babel, and the confusion of 
tongues must have been even greater, us the 
111 landsmen and sailurs represented no less 
than twenty countries. There were nineteen 
Americans, sixteen Germans, fifteen Chinese, 
tweive Irishmen, eight Swedes, eight Jap- 
anese, seven Englishman, six Danes, four 
Norwegians, three Greeks, three Scotchmen, 
two West-iIndians, one Argentinian, one 
Austrian, one Finn, one Frenchman, 
one Dutchman, one Italian, one Rus- 
sian, and one Turk on board this 
ancient double-ender. How the Fiji 
Islands and Patagonia were left unrepre- 
sented no one knows. Notwithstanding 
the motley character of the crew, the offi- 
cers must have had a pretty good time of it. 
It is said they had left their last farewell in- 
junctions with their friends on shore and 
had made their wills, as

teen in number, had twenty-two Oriental 
servants, or about one and a half per caput, 
and musé have had a very luxurious time of 
it as they “sailed the waters blue.” From 
this point of view—that is, as affording the 
maximum of comfort to the minimum of 
man, and also as afford remarkable op- 
portunities for the study of ethnology—the 
Ashuelot presented a rare spectacle. What 
else she was good for does not appear. Fort- 
unately her services were never called into 
requisition to redress grievances or to enforce 
our.tigbts abroad. As a matter of curiosity, 
it would have been pleasant to know just 
what would have been accomplished by such 
a cosmopolitan aggregation and how far the 
generous allowance of seryants te officers 
would have gone towards the protection of 
the flag which this ancient hulk so proudly

THE DEAF A AND DUMB. 


Auneal Bepert of the Jacksouville In- 
stitution fur the Deat and Damb. 

JACKSONVILLE, III., March &2—[Special. }|— 
The twenty-first biennial and forty-second 
annual report of the Trustees, Superintend- 
ent, and Treasurer ef the bidinois Institution 
for the Education of the Deaf and Dumb at 
Jacksonville is just printed. 

The report of the Trustees speaks again in 
highest terms of the Superinteudent and his 
assistants, commends the State on the favar- 
able condition of the imstitution as managed 
by Dr. Gillett; and intimates that the State 
may well take pride in possessing the largest 
if not positively the leading institution of this 
sort in the world. lt must, indeed, seem a 
trifle strange te the educators and philan- 
thropic, net only * the old States of our own 
country, but also of the Old World, to tind 
that in ne heart of the Prairie State, whose 
institutions of all sorts a single half-century 
has seen so largely established, there is now 
in successful Operation the largest school for 

education of deaf mutes which is any- 
where to be found. 

The last sessiou of the institution was 
closed some three weeks earlier thau usual 
on account K the lack of funds. It would 
seem that the hope of the Trustees and Su- 
perintendent that a necessity of this sort 
should net again arise should be realized. 
It is, however, an evidence of the carve with 
which this institufon is managed that the 
alternative of closmg the school a few weeks 
earlier than usual is preferred to that of 
permitting it to go on and exceed the amount 
of the appropriations. 

The Superintendent again urges the im- 
pertance of establishing another institution 
for the eare of this unfortunate class of per- 
sons. 

Despite the fact that 675 persons have dur- 
ing the last two years been in attendauce 
during some, if pot all, the time, there are 
stili found to be the large number of 557 deaf 
mutes in the State under the age of twenty 
years Who have never been connected with 
this institution. if any considerable part of 
this number were to seek admittante the 
present accommodations, large though they 
are, would very seon be found inadequate. 
But these 557 ought to be educated. The 
State cannot afford to let them take the 
chanees of such training as nd may obtain 
at their homes. Indeed, it would seem to be 
a wise policy on the part of the State 
that the education of these 
persons should be made to some 
extent compaisory, There are almost a hun- 
dred of these deaf mutes growing up unedti- 
cated in Cook County alone. The parents of 
some of these may not be aware of the ex- 
istenee uf a school for the proper education 
of their unfortunate children. Hf they err 
through ignoranee in not sending them to 
this institution they can better be pardoned, 
but the cansequences of their failure are 
none the leas undesirable. 

There have been more changes than usual 
in the ranks of the teachers employed. Some 
have died during the year; some have been 
called away to positions of greater pecuniary 
reward, though their long connecnon with 
this work renders their services peculiarly 
valuable. The suggestions of the Superin- 
tendent on this pout are peculiarly vaiuable. 
Any one who enters this school and gives 
even a casual glance at the working of things 
aS there revealed will at once discover that 
it requires those of thorough training to per- 
form the work successfully, and that, as the 
Superintendent suggests, the instruction of 
the deaf and dump is a profession. 
lf the State wants the work well 
dene—yes, cheaply done—it must 
employ those who know how to 
de it. The skilled workman here can bring 
forth the finished productin a shorter time 
than the unskilled. It, however, the State 
would be econemical after this wise sort, it 
must Offer such rewards as will eommand 
the services of the best. Particular reference 
is made in this connection to Dr. H. W. Mil- 
ligan, who for fourteen years has been a 
Professor in this institution, but who has 
been constrained during the last year to ac- 
cept a position in Lllinois College. Special 
mention is also made of the death of Prof. 
Selah Wait, for thirty-three Years a teacher 
in this school. 

As to the question of expense, an interest- 
ing table of comparisons is given in the Su- 
perintendent’s report of the cost of main- 
taining the different deaf and dumb institu- 
tiens in the country. 

The actual cost to the State for maintain- 
ing and supplying this large number of pu- 
pils with the best known appliances for their 
training for the year ending Sept. 30, 1882, 
was $35,000, 

The per capita cost for the year was, there- 
ore, $100.66. There is no question whatever 
iat the Superintendent’ 8 assertion is true 
iat no such amount of money could secure 
for these pupils the advantages granted to 
them here in any of the ordinary academies 
or boarding-schools of the State. A table of 
thirty-four institutions with similar onjeets 
is given. There are in all these 5,247 pupils, 
and they are maintained at the general per 
capita cust of $223.88 New York, with 481 
pure ala oat $273 per capita; Peunsylyania, 
with 81 JAYS 8221. 51; Ohio, with 42, pays 
$154.25 : 4 ‘isconsin, with 478, pays Saw. 14 
while Iulinois, with 508, pays S107. 32. 

The showing is one with which the State 
ought to be satisfied. An appropriation of 
$108,000 is asked for the present year for 
current expenses, $15,000 is asked for kiteh- 
en building and employés’ quarters, $10,000 
for electric light, 36, for railroad. track 
to Wabash Depot, £5,000 for refrigerator, 
$16,000 for cottage for girls, $16,000 for pur- 
chase of land and lots, Doubtless these im- 
provements could be wisely made and would 
soon prove their usefulness. The State has 
reason to congratulate itself on the high 
stand this institution hag taken.“

State all such compensation remaining un- 
paid, and if any member is absent witheut 
eave, or is not excused On bis return, there 
shall be deducted from his compensation 
sum of $10 for each day’s absenee. Mr. 
Jones, of Delaware, tried to throttle the bill 
in its infancy by resorting to the very unus 
ual course of moving that the House at once 
rejectit. This motion, tothe credit af the 
House, was resected by a volte of 47 to2l. It

THE WEST. 
GREAT ATTE ON PAID TO AN EVERY- 

DAY BLIZZARD ALL ON ACCOUNT OF 
' WIGGINS. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., March 9.—[Special.]— 
The Wiggins prediction is to a considerable 
extent being realized in the Northwest. The 
storm-cloud is rapidly spreading in that di- 
rection, and manifegting a disposition to check 
locomotion in a way that railroads despise 
most heartily.. On the Dakota Division of 
the Northern Pacific its appearance bas been 
clearly forshadowed for the last two days. 
It struck about 9 o’ciock this morning ata 
point on the road between Casselton and 
Crystal Springs, from northwest to south- 
west, and the wind gradually increased in 
violence until it blew a perfect gale. 
The storm of wind was  accom- 
panied by gusts of snow and 
the outcome finally promised so threatening- 
ly that freight-trains were anchored at sta- 
tions and sidings within points indicated un- 
til the storm should have run its course and 
been wrapped up like a scroll. Pas- 
senger-trains, however, were  contin- 
ued, but ran slowly, as it feeling 
their way, and though none were 
laid by, they necessarily lost time. The train 
hither from Bismarck was two hours behind 
time at Steele, and there seemed little hopes 
that it would make up this delay and reach 
St. Paul on time. 

The temperature in the storm centre, as 
also at points included within its radius, 
was comparatively mild, and pronouncedly 
so in the Yellowstone Valley, which was 
totally exempt from any appearance of a 
disturbance of the elements. 

RUMORS. 

Last evening*’sensational rumors of a hur- 
ricane prevailing at Fargo were heard on the 
street, but inquiry established the fact that 
these statemeuts were wholly without foun- 
dation in fact. 

A dispatch received at the Northern Pa- 
cific office about 6 o’clock set forth that, 
while there was a storm, it was not 
much, if any, worse than the ordinary 
zephyrs which prevail in certain latitudes at 
this season of the year. The blow has not 
been attended with loss of life or property, 
and so far as the Northern Pacific is con- 
cerned, was circumscribed in its locality to 
the Dakota Division. 

On the Manitoba line a storm of ‘wind was 
reported as prevailing between Fergus Falls 
and St. Vincent, with flurries of dry snow 
caught by the breeze and hurled about with 
a promiscuity which could not have been de- 
lightful. 

ON VARIOUS ROADS. 

On the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Road trains to and from the east arrived and 
departed on time. The same was true with 
reference to certain portions of the Western 
Division. For a distance of 125 miles be- 
tween Miilbank and Aberdeen on 
the Hastings & Dakota Division. 
the storm had put in an appearance ata 
comfortable hour this morning and mani 
fested a disposition to exhaust its resources 
of wind and dry snow. Travel beyond Mill 
bank was temporarily suspended, bu up to 
that point was in active progress. 

On the Omaha and other divisions of the 
Omaha Line west of Mankato there was 
considerable and a similar unknown quantity 
ofsnow. There were no delays, however, 
and there promised to be none. 

A storm of wind and snow commenced at 
the north end of the St. Paul &Duluth Road 
as early as 10 o’clock yesterday morning, and 
raged violently for a season. It came to a 
period before noon without causing the 
slightest apprehension among the en or 
train-men. 

AT FARGO. 

A Fargo special to the Pioneer-Press says 
the storm reached there about 10 o’ciock to- 
day, and continued till about 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, with strong wind from the north, 
while the mercury was 2 above. The 
Northern Pacific train from the West was 
delayed afew hours, and a train was made 
up and sent East. The wind has subsided, 
and tomorrow will see fine weather, with 
trains on time. 

QUITE A FLURRY OF WARM SNOW. 

At Grand Forks quite a severe storm com- 
menced this morning at 8 o’tlock. A heavy 
wind blew from ‘the northwest, and fine 
snow fell fast. It stopped snowing about 

noon, but the snow kept drifting on the 
prairie. 

Reports from Grafton, Minto, and Lari- 
more say the storm at 8 o’cleock was 
very severe, The worst gale of 
the season swept over Larimore. 
The road west from Grand Forks 
is blockaded. Tonight quite a heavy wind 
is blowing. It is cloudy and threatening but 


not very cold. One would have noticed 
nothing unusual in the weather had it not 
been for Wiggins’ prophesy. 

At Valley City no trains have arrived or 
departed today, owing to the storm. which 
prevailed from 2 a m.untii8 p.m. The 
storm came iv from the north west, and grad- 
ually increased to a perfect gale, the wind 
reaching the highest velocity attained here 
during anv storm this season, and causing 
considerable damage about town, although 
the most violent of the season and causing 
the worst blockade.

Pittsburg Iron Manufacturers Have 
Commenced the Reduction 
| of Wages.” 


A Majority of Kreigh & Davis’ Credit- 
ors Accept Fifty Cents on the 
Dollar. 


The Amalgamated Association of Tron- 
workers Repudiated by the Spring- 
field Men. 


Allen & Co., 50 Per Cent Offer Not Al- 
together Satistactory. 

Bro offer by W. T. Allen & Co., wholesale 
grocers, to settle their indebtedness at 50 
cents on the dollar is not regarded with 
much favor by ‘their creditors in business 
cireles.! Five years ago, when the firm was 
organized, they were rated by Brad¥treet at 
$400,000. It now appears by a statement 
made at Thursday’s meeting their capital at 
that time was $85,000, their loss during the 
first year being about $36,000. In round 
uumbers they fail for $350,000, ana offer to 
pay $175,000. According to the firm’s own 
figures, their gtock and fixtures are worth 
about 8138. 000 and their bills and accounts, 
exclusive of those classed as wortlfiess and 
doubtful, are in the neighborhood of $101,- 
000, makine the total assets something like 
$239,000, or about $64,000 over and above the 
amount they propose to settle for. On their 
doubtful assets, it is claimed, proba- 
bly about $10,000 or $12,000 can de 
realized, a sum sufficient to clear 
all expenses attending the settlement, 
The members of the hrm, it is belived, have 
made a n good living from the busi- 
ness, and Th case their offer is accepted will 
be able to resume with acapital not a great 
deal less than what they started with. 

Several gentiemen of prominence in busi- 
ness Circles were asked their views on the 
situation. Mr. Frank Blair, of Felix, Mars- 
ton & Blair, said it was his impression the 
firm had madea substantially correct state- 
meut of its condition, but he had heard of 
several creditors who would not accept the 
proposed settlement. He surmised chat 
possibly the firm had made the offer of 50 cents 
with the idea that creditors would press for 
an advance whatever amount was offered. 
He had heard some one mention 70 cents as a 
satisfactory figure. In case the committee 
attempted a thorough examination, they 
would hardly be able to complete it by. Mon- 
dag, as there were many points to be ilivesti- 
gated. lt wasn’t reasonable to suppose A- 
len & Co. he checked off all their bad debts 
on Jan. 1, 1883, as is customary. for it was 
Pe octane they had accumulated over $19,- 
000 of bad debts since that date. 

Mr. J. B. Kirk, of James 8. Kirk & Co., 
had given little attention to the matter. ex- 
cept that he had nfade some inquiries regard- 
ing Mr. Curtis, but was not in a position to 
explain the results of hisinvestigation. His 
firm was only interested to the extent of 
about $800 or 81.000. It was the general sen- 
timent that where a firm made no preference 
in its assignment a settlement could be ob- 
tained much more readily than im other 
cases; still, people were getting tired of 
handing over money to persons to start them 
again in business.

III., 1 found a trouble existing, 
and, after bringing both sides together in a 
conférence, | * poured oil on the troubled 
waters’ and adjusted an amicable settle- 
ment. Strikes are in progress at Terre 
Haute, Ind., and the Vulcan Works, East St.

Some time ago 
Mr, Davis failed in business, and the copy- 
richt came inte the possession of Mr. Lyman 
whoin his notice says: “ lam sole art 
legal owner of Davis’ leaf-impressed and 

erforated note-book, check-book, draft- 
book, reteipt-book, weizht-book, Davis' leaf- 
impressed, perforated, combined note, 
check, draft, and receipt book, under copy- 
rights obtained by William R. Davis, of 
Jacksonville, III. ‘Lhe publishing, printing, 
importing, binding, or exposmg tor sale any 
note-book, chevk-pook, draft-book, weight 
book, of any combination of said fee books. 
the leaves of which are impressed or per- 
forated for the purpose of -cisconnécting one

Shawneetown Presénts a Desolate Appearance 
as the Waler Subsides—Reliel. 


NO Mitigation of the Situation Down 
South<-Yiany People Driven from 
Their Homes. 

HXA, Ark., March 7.—{Special.|}—From 
Keyviile, on Old Town ridge eighteen miles 
below. the news is ot a very gloomy nature. 
The water is high everywhere, and it is 
feared that the situation will be- 
dome even worse than at present, as 
the water continues to rise. There is great 
consternation among the colored population 
at the situation. They are fleeing towards 
Helena, bringing with them all their person- 
al possessions, mules, horses, cows, and dogs, 
80 humerous that they make quite a proves- 
sion com along the road to seek new 
homes on and beyond the hills ot Helena. 
There must necessarily be a great loss of cat- 
tle, as much will have to remain in the vot- 
toms, some owners not being able to provide 
fur them elsewhere. Not only will they be 
lost from drowning, but the buffalo-rnat 
will again appear and Kill many hundredsof 
cattie and stock of all kinds. The levee at 
Long Lake, four miles below, will stand by 
hatd work, which will have to be kept up 
for a long time vet. 

It is estimated that the overflow at old 
Town now reaches twelve inches higher than 
last year, with the probability of more rise. 
Lands which were last year free from water 
are now inundated, and in the Big Creek and 
White Rivér bottams the flood is 
fearful. There must be a great 
amount of suffering in consequence. 
Mr. Matshali Key, the owner of a very fine 
plantation at Old Town, writes that the flood 
has never been equaled in that quarter, and 
that he ahd his neighbers wiil lose very 
heavily. No exact account of the suffering 
and losses can be given. ‘The rushing and 
thé roaring of the water can be heard for 
miles. There are now quite a number of col- 
ored people in the bottoms who will be en- 


| tiraly out of food in a few days, having been 


washed out of their homes and having noth- 


eit. 
r. Ellis and — a number of colored 
people came up from the overflowed district 
today. ‘They say mat houses have been 
washed away and fences are floatang off, with- 
out any bope of recovery. A number of ne- 
groes are leaving that quarter, as they have 
lost everything, the water coming upon them 
with such foree and rapidity that they only 
escaped with their lives, not saving any of 
their effects. 

The water in the Langville bottom has 
reached an immense depth. It now stands 
four feet over the track of the Iron Mountain 
& Southern Road. The road south of Helena 
is overflowed from the Fitzhagh break below 
the “ity, and at Cassidy’s Lake the bridge is 
floating. Communication is thus aut off, and 
orders have been given to stop all business 
south ef Forrest City. Preparations will de- 
gin and be ready for business soon. 

H. P. Rodgers is in the city as a commit- 
tee of one from the Legisiature to learn of 
the sufferings and necessities of the people, 
and if any help. is needed from the State. 
This is soon and easily learned. 

The telegraph wires between Madison and 
Memphis are down, and no dusiness can de 
transacted on that ling The line repairefs 
are out battling with the water. The high- 
est trees are used for poles, many miles hav- 
ine been washed away. On account of this 
nilseonnecwon, and the Little Rock being 
down, and the extra amount of business on 
hand, there is much that must be put off and 
delayed. 

Up the St. Francis everything is under 
water except the Indian mounds, whieh are 
but a poor retuge for the poor overflowed 
people. The river is declining but a very 
little, and thé moment of danger is not yet 
over, as When the water declines it leaves 
the levees in a very weak condition, the earth 
bemg made soft by the water standing so 
longon it. The water is rapidly backing up, 
und the people below the city are coming up 
to seek shelter.

Proposed Law for the Punishment of 
Seauction—Grimes, the Ohle Embez- 
zler—News Badg¢et. 

Orrawa, Ont, Mareh 9.—[Special.}—In 
the House of Commons Mr. Chariton moved 
the second reading of his bill for the punish- 
ment of adultery, seduction, and like of- 
fenses. His argument in favor of the bill was 
confined to a reference to the general 
public sentiment which favored ft, and to 
the fact that in twenty-four States of the 
Awmericaw Union, as well as in the Territo- 
ries ang on the high seas where Federal au- 
thority extended, Jaws of this nature were in 
operation. In expatiating on the latter point 
he quoted the statute in forcein New York 
since 1848 to show that the punishment for 
education under promise of marriage there 
was five years’ imprisonment and $5,000 fine. 
Mr. Chariton explained that his bill makes 
misdemeanors of the following: 
Adultery between married people or 
between married and unmarried people: 
sedtiction of a chaste Unmarried female 
under promise of marriage, provided a sub- 
sequent marriage or a bona fide offer of mar- 
ringe on the part of @ defendant may bar 
vouviction; seduction Of a pupil by a 
teacher; and the inveighling of a female 
into a house of ili-fame. The testimgpy 
of the female is held to be insufficient Aili 
out corroboration, and the defendant may 
testify on his own behalf. The punishment 
is imited to two years’ imprisonment and a 
fine of $1,000, The bill was read a second 
time and referred to a committee.

ASSASINATION.

CLEVREAND, O., Feb. 9~-[Special.|—John 
Fox, ot Belleville, widely known on account 
of his arrest for the attempted murder of Dr. 
Irwin, of Mansfield, about fourteen 
months ago, was instantly killed las® 
night on the pubdlie read win 
halt a mile of his home, twWo miles southwest 
of Bellevilie. Fox and his\brother Dauiel 
went to Mansfield yesterday with a load of 
grain, and were returning home between 8 
and 9 o’clock at night. The shots were fired 
from a revolver in the hands of an unknuvn 
party and came from diceetly behind the two 
men. At the first shot Daniel leaped from 
the wagon and ran without looking to see 
who was the assailant. Other shots were 
fired, atid the horses broke loose ran 
away. Daniel went to the house, and found 
that he had Ween shot in the 
leg. He called assistance and returned 
to where his brother la in 
the wagun. Two bullets had strugk him. 
One had entered the base of the brain and 
the other through the baek near the region 
ot the heart.“ Either wound was fatal. 
At the inquest this afternoon the facts 
an stated were atiduced. The buliets 
extracted were were frum a thirty-two- 
calibre revolver. No arrests have been made, 
and, though many theories are current, it is 
hard to tix on one that has any appearance 
of being correct.

STILL A MYSTERY. 


PLAINESSTREET BARBER.

O'Brien was arrested, and bis story that he don't 
remember wbat took piace during that time is 
decidediy gauzy. He was hanging about in the 
neighborhood of the burned barver-sbop when 
arrested, bis suspicious bebavior being noticed 
by several citizens. 

Mrs. Andrews, wno lives over the barber-shop, 
says O'Brien came to her Wednesday afternoon 
and asked if Stevens bad muct money. Sbe or- 
dered toe fellow dovn- stairs.

PROBABLY A PARTNERSHIP-ROW. 

On complain. of Peter H. Kymal, President of 
the American Stock Food Compapy, 308 Wabash 
avenue, W. F. McKay, Manager of the company 
was arrested yesterday by Constable Hartman, 
of Justice Brayton’s court, the charge being the 
embezzlement of cash to the anouut of $3,000 
and goods and personal property to the extent 
of $500.

LUMBERMEN. 
TRYING TO REDUCE THIS YEAR’S CUT FIF- 
TEEN PER CENT. 

The meeting of sawmill men whieh began 
Thursday at the Grand Pacific contioued all day 
yesterday, and adjourned after having formed 
u permanent association. The first hour was 
devoted to congratulating Tae TRIBUNE on its 
report of the proceedings of the previous dap. 
Then the main object of the meeting was dis- 
cussed—to take steps to decrease the cut of 
lumber for the next year. While there does not 
seem to be, in the eyes of thé mill men, a sur- 
plus of lumber resulting from last season's cut, 
still they are afraid that with the enormous 
number of logs now on the ground, and the im- 
mense capacity of the mills, there willbe an 
overproduction. The proposition made yes- 
terday at the meeting was for each mill 


in the Northwest to cut 15 
less lumber than it did 
Walle there was no dissent from the notion 
that there was dauger of overproduction, there 
was discussion as to bow universal this reduc- 
tion could be made. There were cut by the 
nitiig in the Northwest last year about 7,500,000, - 
000 feet, and it was decided that if mills which 
cut 4,000,000,000 feet of this amount should agree 
to the reduction, it sbould go into effect. As 
those present represented a cut of 3.000.000. 000 
feet, it was contidently thought that the plan 
would go into operation. This question having 
disposed of, a permanent organizauon was

LATE FOREIGN NEWS. 


Commeanistic Troubles in Parts. 

Panis, March 10.—[Special Cable. — The 
manifestation of workmen announced for 
yesterday at one time assumed disquieting 
proportions. After the arrival of Louise 
Michel she climbed up the ladder of a 
bill-poster near the Rue Tavert and 
harangued the crowd. The police drove 
back the orator and her audience into the 
avenues leading into the Esplanade des In- 
valides. Six persons wege arrested for re- 
sisting the injunctions of the police to dis- 
perse. Among them was M. De Keratry, for- 
merly Prefect of Police. 

After being driven fom the Esplanade des 
Invalides, a portion of the crowd, about 
5,000 in all, started for the Palace of the 
Elysee, where they were Again met by the 
police and tne military post of 
the palace with drawn bayonets. The force, 
however, was too feeble to have prevented 
them from penetrating into the palace if the 
mob had been more in earnest. 

At4o’eclock an additional force of police 
arrived, followed by the Garde Republicaine 
on horseback with drawn swords. This put 
an end to the manifestation in that Jocality. 

Toward 5 o’clock the crowd formed before 
the Palais Bourbon. Having refused to dis- 
perse they were charged by the cavairy, 
sabre in hand, and fled in all directions. 

On the left bank of the Seine a column of 
the riotefs, With Louise Michel at its head 
holding a black flag, committed some out- 
rages. They broke into some bakers’ shops. 
They broke windows and overturned car- 
riages. They were met by the police and 
dispersed,

A SPECIAL RATE, 
A BREEZE RAISED BY GIVING DAVID DOWS 
& CO. A LOW OFF-GRADE CORN, 

New York, March 9.—[{Special.}—A dis- 
patch from Chicago publish in e city 
papers today announces that the competing 
shippers and lines of that city complain that 
David Dows & Co., of this city, have been 
given a special rate over the Erie 
Road. Mr. Edward Foley, Assistant 
General Passenger Agent of the Erie road, 
emphatically denied that there was any 
truth in the allegation, and said that neither 
David Dows & Co. nor any other shipper 
received any concessions in freight -over 
their road so far as he knew. Ik 
there have been any concessions to 
David Dows & Co., or an? 
one else, grain receipts will show it,” 
he said. 

A boy brought him the grain receipts for 
the day, which showed 222 cars by the New 
York Central, ninety-five cars by the Erie, 
andforty-tour by the Pennsylvania Road. 

“if the Erie Road is allowing a rebate or 
making special rates, the receipts ought to 
show a percentage in our favor, ought they 
not? Those receipts don’t seem to do any- 
thing of that kind so far as | can see. 

OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. 

“The story was so freely cireulated on 
Change in Chicago and in the newspapers ot 
that city two or three weeks ago that the 
Trunk Line Commission made an investiza- 
tion, which fully exonerated the Erie Road 
and ‘satisfied their competitors that no under- 
handed work was bei done by that 
company. During the twelve days preceding 
yesterday David Dows & Co. received 132 
ears of grain, a small amount for that house 
in the length of time stated. The grain did 
not all come by the Erie Road, but in part 
by the Central and Pennsylvania Roads. 
Representatives of the trunk lines yesterday 
expressed themselves as certain that the 
rumors are part of a plan by shippers to 
fore the trunk lines to break freight rates. 
This attempt Has fallen flat, because under 
the existing pooling arrangement any at- 
tempt to cut rates could only re- 
sult in an immediate discovery of the 
plan, If any such rumor should 
seem to be founded in fact, the Commission- 
er at Chicago has full power to send any con- 
sigument of freight by any route other than 
that over which it may be ordered shipped. 
A shipment under such circumstances 
would, of course, cause the consignee or 
shipper to complain and at once reveal any 
collusion between those parties and the of- 
tending railroad — 

THE FACTS. 

The facts which gave rise to these rumors 
are that a week or so before the floods in 
the West a member of the firm of 
David Dows & Co. was * visiting in 
the West and made large purchases 
of corn which was “off grade,” thin hee 
could to dispose of the corn to advantage, 
and believing that the market price would 
rise in consequence of a possible sear- 
city of corn in the market conse- 
quent upon the floods which seemed 
to him impending. His foresight was 
proved by the fact that during the continu- 
ance of the flood his corn did rise six cents 
per bushel. As it was off-grade vorn, a spe- 
cial rate was made by the ‘Trunk- 
Line Commissioner for its shipment 
East. This rate was conceded by the 
trunk-line representatives at their meeting 
a week ago last Thursday to have been a 
correct and just one. From this fact grew 
all the stories in reference to concessions 
made to David Dows & Co., and which have’ 
been bandied about as a means of browbeat- 
ing the agents of me railroad lines out of 
Chicago into cutting rates. 


FIDELITY AND CASUALTY. 
A NEW KIND OF AN INSURANCE COMPANY 
TO BE OFFICIALLY IN@UIRED INTO. 

New York, March 9.— Special.] —- Judge 
Noah Davis, of the Supreme Court, issued 
an order today appointing James McNamee 
a Referee to investigate the affairs of the Fi- 
delity and Casualty Company, an organiza- 
tion which does a general accident insurance 
business, including plate-glass and steam- 
boiler insurance, and insures the 
lidelity of persons holdme places of trust, 
public or private. Judge Davis’ order re- 
cites that the report filed by the Fidelity & 
Casualty Company for the year 1882, 
under the rule of the General Term, 
allowing it to guarantee bonds and 
undertakings, is not satisfactory to the 
court, and the court, deeming it important in 
the interests of the business of the courts 
mentioned in the rule that a full investiga- 
tion should be made into the financial condi- 
tion, affairs, business, and management of 
the company, with a view to determine 
whether the rule ought not to be revoked, 
appoints Mr. McNaniee to make such an in- 
vestigation. 

This company is the only one in this State 
doing business funder the “omnibus” law 
of 1865. Judge Davis said tonight that there 
was no personal application for an in- 
vestigation, but it had been ordered 
by the court itself. The investigation 
was not to injure the  qoupany, 
but to learn whether it was safe to let it go 
on becoming security in court cases. The 
last statement of the company did not seem 
to give the details of the liabilities, and th 
court was not satisfied with it. Judge Davis 
said there had deen an intimation that 
the dividends were paid out of 
the capital instead of the earnings. 
The company was responsibie tor large 
amounts in the Surrogate and the Supreme 
Courts, and, as Judge Davis said before, 
enough was not seeh in the annual report 
to warrant him and his associates con- 
tinuing to take bonds from it. 

The other company doing business in the 
same way had applied to the court to have 
the order accepting the bonds revoked.

BUSINESS. 
AN IMPROVED FEELING EVERYWHERE IN 
BUSINESS CIRCLES. 

New York, March 9.—([Special.]—The tel- 
egraphic reports to Byadstreet’s this week 
from all the leading trade-centres of the 
country are confirmatory of the anticipated 
improvements of business consequent upon 
the adjournment of Congress, and the en- 
act@eynt of a tariff law. The dispatches 
are uniformly favorable as. regards. tho 
prospects of the spring trade. Wheat has 
shown a declining tendency during the week, 
owing to the fact that the accumulation of 
foreign wheat in the United Kingdom is 
large and that consequently there seems 
to be less urgency there to provide 
against the shortage in the next crop. 
The rumors of damage to the winter 
wheat in Indiangand I[ilinois have, however, 
sustained the mdTket and prevented an im- 
portant decline. Corn has remained com- 
paratively unchanged, The Jeading iron 
markets throughout the country report 
an improved feeling, due to the ad- 
journment of Congress and the cessa- 
tion of tinkering with the tariff. Amer- 
ican pig-iron makers have announced 
their readiness to accept contracts for imme- 
diate or season delivery. The latter are of- 
fered at $24 for No. 1 anthracite and $22 for 
No. 2% Abont 20 000 tons of Steel 
rails have been contracted for dur- 
ing the week at $39 and 840 at the 
mill. The situation, rey is one of a 
moderate gain only. 

There were 208 failures in til United States 
reported during the last week, fifty-two less 
than the preceding week, thirty-one more 
than the cerresponding week of 1882, and 
seventy-eight more than the same week of 
1881. 


WANTED IN ENGLAND. 
A NEW YORK BROKER ARRESTED FOR AL- 
LEGED FORGERY. 

New Tonk, March 9.—[Special. IARa win 
Harvey Wadge, who claims to be a broker in 
mining stocks, was arrested by Deputy United 
Dates Marshals Holmes and Jeffries, in Fifth 
avehue near the Hotel Brunswick, today, on 
the application for INs extradition to England 
by J. Pierpont E@wardq the British Consul 
at this port. Wadge is charged with forg- 
ing and uttering a bill of exchange for £65 
15s in London last November. The prisoner 
was taken before United States Commission- 
er Osborn, who postponed examination until 
tomorrow. Wadge asserts that the charge 
against him is absurd. He thinks the Brit- 
ish Government would hardly follow 
him up for so small a ma ter as $325, and as- 
serts that the Government wants to get him

any other charge than the, one upon which 
he was to be extradited he should not go.

COMMISSIONER FINK’'S U.LNESS. 

New York, March 9.—[Special.]—The 
probabilities are that no meeting of the Pas- 
senger Department of the Joint Executive 
Committee of trunk lines and Western roads 
will be held in this city on March 15.

A Htstorr of the People of the United 
States. 

Mr. McMaster draws a distinction between 
a history ot the United States and a history 
of the People of the United States. The dis- 
tinction may seem a fine one, but its existence 
is the chief excuse for the writing of the five 
ponderous volumes of 600 or more pages 
each, of which the tirst is now upon our 
table. It would have been some consolation 
to one whom arigid sense of duty compelled 
to stroll again through the oft-traveled 
walks of this historical forest, with Mr. Me- 
Master for a guide, had the leader made 
clearly known at the outset the exact differ- 
guce to be expected between his account of 
points and places on the journey and that of 
other famous scouts in the same region. In 
other words, a more definit perception of the 
distinction between a history of a Nation and 
a history of its People would have saved 
a futile and laborious search tor that very 
distinction: For, on reaching the end of the 
first volume, it is difficult to believe that we 
have been reading anything essentially dif- 
‘ferent from other histories of the same pe- 
riod, or that the story of The People” of 
the United States has not become absorbed 
with and welded into a history of the coun- 
try itseif.. In other words, we fail to see 
how this particular history differs essential- 
ly from Bancroft's or any other standard 
work—unless perhaps it may be regarded as 
having moreof an encyclopedic character, 
or as somewhat more detailed in regard to 
manners and men. It is no more condensed 
than Bancroft, depends upon him for much 
of its information, and varies from him 
chiefiy in the dissimilarity of style between 
unlike writers—as two people will look at 
the same thing and yet arrive at opposing, 
conflicting conclusions. So far as any 
novelty or originality, any superiority 
to existing works by judicious condensation, 
any improved version of popular traditions, 
any marked excellencies of style and method, 
any especial superiority of arrangement, are 
concerned in any of these points we fail to 
find that the first volume of Mr. McMaster’s 
work fills an existing vacuum or suppliesa 
pressing actual want in the field of America 
historical literature. 

At the sanie time, let us be just to this au- 
thor. Parts of this volume are exceedingly 
entertaining, and his pictures of the social 
life of our forefathers at the close of the 
Revolution are spirited and enjoyable. ‘Then, 
again, while in this first volume he is go 
1 * that nas deen thoroughly u 
faithfully cultivated by others, the succeed- 
ing books. will not be open to this objec- 
tion, for Bancroft ends where Mr. Me- 
Master’s second volume will begin, and 
no other. writer 
in narrative. or as thorough in his 
search for facts and incidents. Of the United 
States fully as much as of its people—the 
greater naturally embracing the less—Mr. 
McMaster bids fair to be the historian who 
shall take up and continue the work from 

here our greatest writer in the same field 
shall have left.oif, and his work, as a Whole, 
will rank as a valuable contribution to nar- 
rative history. An interesting appendix to 
the first volume might have been furnished 
in the shape of a map showing the limits of 
this country in 1784 contrasted with its pres- 
ent boundaries. The pen-picture drawn on 
page 4 would thus have much more realism, 

be better impressed on the memory. 

Mr. McMaster’s style is an apparent imita- 
tion of that of the late John R. Green: and 
his introduction sounds as though framed 
after the pattern of Latin writers. He thus 
defines the scope of his @vork: 


The subject of my narrative is the history of 
the people of the United States of America 
from the close of the War for Independence 
down to the opening of the War between the 
States. In the course of this narrative, much, 
indeed, must be written of wars, conspiraci 
rebellions; of Presidents, of Congresses, o 
Embassies, of treaties, of the ambition of po- 
litical leaders in the Senate-House, and of the 
rise of great parties in the Nation. Yet che his- 
tory ot the People shall be the chief theme. At 
every stageof the splendid progress which sep- 
arates the America of Washington and Adams 
from the America in which we live, it shall be 
my purpose to describe the d the occu pa- 
tions, the amusements, the literary canons of 
the times; to note the change of manoers and 
morals: to trace the growth of that humane 
spirit which abolished punishment for debt, 


which reformed the discipline of ons 
and of jails, and which bas, in our 
own time, destroyed Slavery and lessened 


the miseries of dumb brutes. Nor shail it be 
less my alm torecount the manifeld improve- 
ments which,in a thousand ways, have multi- 
plied the conveaiences of life and ministered to 
the happiness of our race; to describe the rise 
and progress of that long series of mechanical 
ioventions and discoveries which is now the ad- 
miration of the world, and our just pride and 
boast; to tell how, under the benign influence 
of liberty and peace, there sprang up in the 
course of a single century a prosperity unparal- 
leled in the anpais of human affairs: how from 
a State of greut poverty and feebleness our 
country grew rapidly to one of opulence and 
power; „ henge weed and manufactures 
tiourished t er: how. by a wise system of 
free education and a free press, knowledge was 
disseminated and the arts and sciences ad- 
vanced; bow the ingenuity of her people became 
fruitful of wonders far more astonishing than 
any of which the alchemists nad ever dreamea. 


Mr. McMaster is particularly happy in his 
social pictures and descriptions of the cus- 
toras and habits of people in the large cities 
a hundred years ago. Of the streets of Bos- 
ton in 1784 he says: 
The carriage-way along these narrow lanes 
and alleys was unpaved. The sidewalks or foot- 
ways were untlaeged.. Each was, in tn’ lan- 
guage of the time, pitched with large pebbies; 
and the footway was marked off from the car- 
riage-way by a line of posts and a gutter, after 
the manner of many old English towns. The 
rou ds were such as would now excite the indig- 
nation of a country newspaper. pebbies 
were ill-iaid and ill-kept. Yet travelers admit- 
ted the road was as good as then could be found 
in many parts of London; and the borseman who 
oped over it was fined to the amount of 3s. 4d. 
yo to the houses which Hned the streets on either 
side, they were, ip the older portion of the city, 
mean and squalid, Built entirely of wood, with 
unpainted weatherboard sides, and shingle roofs 
surmounted by ugly wooden railings, within 
which, every washing-day, shirts and petticoats 
flapped in the wind, they contrasted strongly 
with the tetter class Of dwellings on the west 
side of town. There the streets were neater. 
There the houses of brick, with Corinthian pi- 
lasters up the front,and columns of the same or- 
der suppo the poroh, handsome en- 
trances to which led up a long flight of sand- 
stone steps, 8 K in little gardens with 
English eims and shrubs. Honeysuckies twined 
round the porch, and high damask-roses grew 
under tne windows. 
Philadelphia was the greatest city in the 
country. Noothercould boast of so many 
streets, so many houses, so many people, so 
much renown.

On the day the last of the British soldiers 
Bailed down the Narrows ber commerce was 
gone, her Treasury was empty, her citizens 
starving in the wilds of New Jersey. The city, 
as the term was then understood, ended at An- 
thony street on the north. Harrisou street was 
the last toward the Hudson River, as Rutgers 
wus toward the East River. This region, which 
now consists for the most partjof immense ware- 
houses, and counting - houses, and public build- 
ings, crowded by traders and their clerks during 
the day, and left in total solitude at night, was 
then the place not only of business, but of resi- 
dence. Yet, even within these narrow 
limits, the houses were scattered aad sur- 
rounded by marge gardens, not a few 
of which ran down to the shores of the rivers, 
and were thick with hedges and trees. Iunu- 
merable creeks and kills flowed through broad 
meadows, or lost themselves in swamps or pools, 
where are now the sites ot great mercantile 
houses; dwellings stand crowded together on 
land then Covered with orobards and fields of 
buckwheat; farms spread out where is now the 
fashionabie part of the city; men fished and 
snared fowls in ponds and in marshes loag since 
given up to the wants of trade. So late as 1787 
the seine was regularly drawn on che beach 
where Greenwich street now is; ducks were 
often shot in Beekman’s swamp; wild pigeons 
were plentiful in Berkley's woods.

The Financial History of the United 
States. 

Mr. Albert Bolles has completed the 
second volume of his Financial . His- 
tory of the United States,” bringing his 
record down to 1860, and leaving for 
a third volume the important period 
between 1860 and 1880. ‘The first book 
was published in February, 1880; and pre- 
vious to its appearance the only treatise on 
the subject was the work of a German, Dr. 
Von Hock. Just now public interest in finan- 
cial matters is on the increase, and there 
is a general desire to know more about prob- 
lems which have been hitherto relegated for 
solution to the few who were employed for 
that special purpose, or to theorists who 
speculate at so much a yard. Mr. Bolles’ 
work is timely. His study has been faithfal. 
His style is clear—his method practical. ‘The 
period of which he treats is an important 
one, and abounds in 1 material. 
During the years between 1789 1860 our 
present financial system was begun, matured 
and perfected.

Barbed-Wire Fences a Necessity—The English 
Sparrow—Farm Notes, Etc. 


The Chicago State Fair. 

The Springfield, Decatur and Peoria press 
appear to have become partially reconciled 
to the location of the State Fair at Chicago 
for the years 1883 and 1884, 

The three cities named above were strong 
competitors for the fair, and the citizens of 
each had greatly exerted themselves for 
months to raise sufficient funds to put their 
respective falr- grounds in order for the ac- 
commodation of the large exhibits of stock 
and articles that have made the Dlinois State 
Fair for years the leading agricultural and 
industrial exhibition on the continent. The 
citizens of Decatur had subseribed $25,000, 
Peoria $20,000, and Springfield about $15,000 
to provide necessary accommodations for the 
State Fair, and the committees spared no 
honorable means to secure the exhibition; 
but when Chicago makes an effort she suc- 
ceeds, and her efforts in this matter were not 
an exception. 

As indicating the change of sentiment in 
favor of Chicago there are given below ex 
tracts from the Journal and the Register 
of Springfield—papers that were anything 
but complimentary to the State Board of 
Agriculture the day after their action locat- 
ing the tair at Chicago. The followme ar- 
ticles from the Breeders’ Gazette and other 
agricultural papers are fair samples of the 
expressions of the live-stock and agricultural 
press of the State and the North westin refer- 
ence to the location at this point. Chicago is 
not only the centre of trade of the North- 
west, but is the great agricultural centre 
where the live stock and other products of 
Western farms find the best market. The 
most prominent citizens of Chicago are in- 
terested and determined to make the State 
Fairs of 1883 and 1884 incomparable in every 
respect with former exhibitions of this char- 
acter in this country. 

The Illinois State Journal says: “ The 
citizens of Chicago are thoroughly aroused 
and determined to make the State Fair as 
grand a success as possible. From a recent 
letter to a party in this city the following ex- 
tract is made: I understand that there is 
already raised $30,000, and the amount will 
be likely to be $50,000, to add to the attrac- 
tions and success of the coming State Fair. 
The different interests—Board. of Trade, 
banks, and merchants, and the manufactur- 
ers—will each set apart a day for the snow.’ 
The above amount with the usual premiums 


offered by the State Board of Agriculture 
will doubtless attract the largest collection 
of fine stock ever brought together for exhi- 
bition on either continent. The lead 
business-men and capitalists of Chicago have 
implicit confidence in management ot the 
State Fair, and will contribute liberally to 
make sufficient attractions to eclipse if 
ble the efforts of the managers of the hereto- 
fore unapproachabdle exhibition of stock, 
farm products, fine afts, and the mant- 
factured articles to be seen annually at the 
great St. Louis Fair, where every man, 
woman, and child cousiders it an imperative 
duty to attend the exhibition on one or more 
days during the week of the show,” 

The State Register remarks: ‘“ The Hon. 


John Landrigan, Chairman of the State. 


Board of Agricuiture, has called a meeting 
for March 15 of the Committees of Arrange- 
ments for the State Fair and Fat-Stock 
Show. The committees will meet at the Sher- 
man House, Chicago. The meeting is an 
important one, as a large amount of mone 
has been subscribed 17 the citizens of Chi- 
cago for premiums for live stock and articles 
in other depariments, and this additional 
amount will be distributed to the various 
classes. ‘The citizens of Chicago can easil 
raise $50,000 for premiums, which woul 
enable the IIlinois State Board of Agricult- 
ure to provide attractions not heretofore ap- 
proached by any fair management.“ 

The Prairte Parmer adds to the above: 
It is the misfortune of metropolitan cities 
that they have to contend with a prejudice 
which appears to be inherent among people 
in the country and country towns and inte- 
Mor cities, among whom the idea prevais 
that the great centres of business are lying 
in wait constantly to take advantage of 
everybody and everything outside of the mu- 
nicipai boundaries ot such commercivl em- 
poriums. It certainly cannot abe charged 
against Chicago that she has persistently un- 
dertaken to grasp and collar the State Board 
of Agriculture in this instance. Since the 
State Fair was held in this city a generation 
has been born and nearly reached the age of 
manhood, and nu effort rthy of mention 
has been made since that time to have the 
fair located here. It has traveled near- 
ly from one extreme to ~ the other 
and taken in every important 
point in the State (and some that had very 
little importance), and it was about time for 
the board to consider its own interests as 
well as the claims of this city In the selection 
of a location. That the board acked wisely 
in choosing this city time will undoubtedly 
show, unless the elements (as is liable to 
happen in any locality) shall prove unfriend- 
ly. The grounds here at the disposal of the 
State Board of Agriculture are very fine, and 
now easily accessible. We predict the most 
successful and satisfact6ry exhibition this 
year that has ever been held under the aus- 
pices of the State Board,“ 

From the Breeders’ Gazette is taken the 
following: 

The IIlinois State Fair is to be held at 
Chicago in 1888 and 1884, commencing this 
year Sept. 24. These fairs ought to be made 
the best ever held in this country. Chicago 
has nany advantages for holding such fairs. 
The grounds selected are admirably adapted 
for the purpose, and sufficient money is se- 
ctired to put them in first-class shape, The 
railroad facilities and the hotel aecommoda- 
tion sof the city are such that tens of thou- 
sands of visitors may be transpo fed, and 
lodged with little inconvenience. o place 
in the country is better fitted tor making a 
dispiay of agricuitural, wachinery than is 
Chicago, and so far as live stock and farm 
products are: concerned the fair may be not 
only an exhibition from IIlinois, bat with 
almost equal ease trom flocks 
and herds of Michigan, Indiana, and Wis- 
consin. When the Royal Agricultural So- 
ciety of England arranged to hold an exhibi- 
tion at Londowin 1879, representative citi- 
zens united with the society to make the ex- 
hibition by far the best ever held. Chicago 
is not London, but in many senses it Is a 
greater agricultural centre. It is the metro 
olis of Iilinois and of the great Northwest: 
and the Board of Agriculture, our own citi- 
zens, and ethers interested in agricultural 
development should heartify unite in efforts 
to make these fairs the largest, best, and most 
useful shows of the kind we have yet seen in 
this country.“

comes this: We are very much gratified 
that at last Chicago is to have a fair will 
be satisfactorily managed and without any 
doubt prove a grand succéss in every way.

Now, as evidence of the wonderfal amount 
of brains required to perform these very 
severe tasks, let me say that it is a very com- 
mon thing, indeed, for a little sprig of a boy 
to run the sulky-plow, mower, and hay-rake, 
and if a boy happens tobe wanting a gir 
will answer the purpose almost as well. My 
wife has driven four horses to a six-foot Me- 
Cormick mower several half-days when we 
have been short of out-door help. and en- 
joyed it too. It is not an uncommon thing 


at all for a boy to run the self -binder, though | 


the farmer usually does that himself, and the 
hands are simply required to have brains 
enough to shock the grain up alter it is eut 
and bound. As to being dragged out ot bed 
at 4 o’clock. that is all moonshine, for tne 
farmers don’t cut wheat or rake hay untill 
after the dew is off, which is ordinarily about 
an hour after sunrise. 

There is one thing, however, about a 
farmer’s business that must be borne in 
mind: his work is all out of doors, it has no 
covering but the “oanopy of heaven,” and 
he doesn’t always work just whea he wants 
to. but must work whén he can. When 
he has worked and waited a whole year for 
a crop and the weather is a Httle uncertain 
he will sometimes work early and late tor 
perhaps a week to secure it, knowing that if 
he loses that game he doesn’t get a new deal 
under a year; but he always expects to, and 
in fact does, pay extra wages at that time. 
And instead of salt pork, sour bread, and 
cheap coffee, he universaliy, in harvest-time, 
gives his help the best the country affords, 
und sometimes, I’m 1 to say, the worst 
also, for he has been known to dispense 
—— pretty freely, though as a rule only 
when his men demand it. Now as to the 
terrible chores which are, such a bugbear: If 
10 sy — Boy” was raised on a farm 
he knows that in summer-time there 
are no chores to do except to take 
care of the team which one works, for all the 
stock is on pasture and iy no attention, 
at least from the hands. With regard to the 
farmers’ bill of fare, I admit that in the sum- 
mer-time we are compelled ina large meas- 
ure to depend upon pork as the stand-by”’ 
in the meat line, but half of that is ham or 
shoulder, which is not usually considered 
very unwholesoine diet for a man engaged in 
out-door exercise; but in addition to that the 
farmers’ bill of fare includes spring chicken 
in abundance, fresh eggs, milk, cream, and 
gilt-edged butter, fruits, green, dried, and 
canned, all the year round, the different 
kinds of vegetables in their season, andifa 
man should happen to strike a place where 
sour bread is used he should remember 
there are cooks and cooks, ard all he has to 
do is to get another place, for we have plenty 
of just as good cooks in the country as can 
be scared up“ anywhere. 

The sleeping apartments in the average 
farm-house are not perhaps as luxurious as 
might be desired by a high-toned hand, but 
airy and the sheets 
clean; and if he has fairly earned his wages 
for the day and has a clear conscience he 
will have no difficulty in putting in his eight 
bours pretty satisfactorily. 

One point more: The work season, in this 
latitude at least, extends from about March 
1 to Dec. 1, and often runs to New-Year’s, 
and such as desire it have no difficulty in 
getting work all winter, for the farmers’ boys 
are all off to school. Buta majority of the 
hands—usually young fellows—prefer to 

uit after corn-husking, and go to school or 
North to the pineries, or to their homes, or 
else the young scamps put in the winter 
courting and in the spring get married, and 
go to farming for themselves. That is the 
reason we can’t keep hands, ° 

Now I will answer “Farmer Boy's“ ques- 
tion, How long would a man with the req- 
uisit amount of brains stay on a farm—as a 
hand?” I should say, if he selected that as 
a lite business, just about four years. In 
that time he ought to have learned the trade 
sufficiently well, if he hus worked for good 
farmers, not all the time for the same one, 
by any mrans, to venture in on his own ac- 
count, and have saved $500 clearcash, which, 
for a mah with brains, is amply sufficient for 
a good start. 1 started with $860 twenty- 
five years ago, $150 of which I saved in one 
year, working at $16 per month; and I 
wouldn’t take $20,000 for my farm, with its 
stock and implements, today; so 1 
know whereof write. This ois 
a point which “Farmer Boy” seems to 
have entirely overlooked, when he talked 
about farmers bidding up with railroads, 
lumbermen, and owners of mines. There is 
but little if any prospect of advancement in 
those kinds of life—there is no future to 
them, no permanent home to which you can 
take your young wife, in which you can rear 
your children, and underthe shelter of which 
you can look for rest in your old age. But 
you are always working under the direction 
of another man, and generaily for a fixed 
salary, “ which takes the spring out of a man 
and makes him move like a toad swimming 
through tar.“ It is far preferable to be in a 
business where your profits depend on the 
skill and energy brought to bear on it. 

What would you think of a young man 
who intended to be a biacksmith, if he were 
to go and clerk in a dry-goods store until he 
could save enough to buy a set of tools? 
You would hardly think he was on the high 
road to success asa blacksmith. Let that is 
just what Farmer Boy” is doing. By the 
time he has saved his pile he will have 
acquired habits that will seriously interfere 
with his success as a farmer, besides having 
to learn his trade at his own expense, when 
he might have learned it at someone’s else. 

“Farmer Boy is perfectly correct in say- 
ing that farming can be carried on upon the 
ten-hour system, and farmers who say it can- 
not are behind the times. I have employed 
a good many men, and never ask a man to 
work over ten hours a day. 1 don’t work my 
horses over nine hours. They must be 
hitened and ready to start at 7 a. m. and stop 
at 11:30, start again at 1:30 and stop at 6 
o'clock. I find no difficulty whatever in 
working my teams to their full capacity. 1. 
worked during the summer of 1856 in La 
Salle County, this State, for a Massachusetts 
Yankee, and we worked our horses only 
eight hours, yet we did a good season’s work, 
and men and horses felt first-rate. But the 
average man is too slow for that, so I put in 
another hour. If“ Farmer Boy ”’—who, by the 
way, ought to be nearly,a man if he lived on 
a farm Down East till he was of age, and 
then worked in Indiana long enough to learn 
so much about Indiana farmers—knows of 
any of those — 2 farmers who work 
fourteen or sixteen hours a day, the best 
thing he can do is to give up that ear, and go 
settie right beside them and sliow them what 
can be done under the ten-hour system. 
They need waking up. FARMER. 


Barbed- Wire Fences.

S. Proctor criticises in a happy manner the 
proposed legislation in regard to barbed-wire 
fences. He pertinently asks, “‘Why are the 
hundreds of thousands of miles of outside 
fenees in our State necessary? It is be- 
cause A, B. and C have more cattle and 
hogs than they can take care of, or than they 
are disposed to take care of, so they let them 
run in the streets, and D. E, and F. who 
are cultivating their lands to breadstuffs and 
vegetables, are compelled to fence in their 
premises to protect themselves from the dep- 
redations of the neighbors’ hungry stock. 
My impression is, the fences of the State are 
worth many times more in their cost than all 
the hogs and cattl® against whose aggres- 
sions they were built fof defense.“

CHICAGO AND THE STATE FAI. 

CHAMPAIGN, III., March 8&-—(Bditor of The 
Tribune,)—The IIlinois State Fair for 1883 and 
188 is to be heid in Chicago. In 1866 it was last 
held in Chicago. The city in 1583 is not the Chi- 
cago of 1866. The fair of 1883 ought to be as 
much greater than the last as is the city greater 
thun it then was. 

Of recent years the fairs held by the Illinois 
Board of Agriculture have been among the best 
of the kind ia the United States. The board is 
a strong one, and in good report throughout the 
State. Chicago is worthily represented dun it by 
four good men. There are many friends of ag- 
riculture and of the board in the city who will 
interest themselves to make the fair successful, 
But it ought not to be enough that these fairs 
be fairly successful. They ought to be far and 
away the best agricultural fairs ever heid in the 
United States. 

No great cityin the world has its prosperit 
more intimately and directly cOnnected wit 
agriculture than has Chicago. great grain 
and live-stock market of the world, it is also 
the chief distributing point for supplies of a 
vast agricultural region. No city in the Uaited 
States is better situated as a point at which to 
hold a great fair. With unésu railroad 
facilities it caa readily gather the choicest prod- 
ucts of the flocks, herds, and fields of a haif- 
dozen great States. Its facilities for a tirst-class 
showing of agricultural machinery are not ex- 
celled. 


To make the show whatit ought to be, there 
needs to be not only some interest feit, but that 
interest manifested by contributions—not. only 
to put in best condition the admirable grounds 
selected, but also to supplement and extend the 
liberal premium ist offered by the board. When 
the Koyal Agricultural Society of Engiand heid 
a show at London in 1879 there was complaint 
because the citizens—in addition to aid in pay- 
ing general expenses—gave only $20,000 for 
premiums. Chicago can easily donbie the 
premiums offered by the board. Perhaps it 
would be wiser to give chief beip to depart- 
ments which have not been as strongas they 
should be at previous fairs. It might be well, 
for illustration, to give such aid as would secure 
a dairy display creditable to the State and city. 
A model working dairy might be made a feature 
of interest and value. The promising new in- 
dustry of sugar-making from sorghum might be 
encouraged by liberal premium and so of 
mauy important features. 

An interesting feature of the London Show of 
1879 was a museum of ancient agricultural 
machines and impiements. This feature might 
be reproduced here. Newas our country is, it 
has seen marveious changes in its agricultural 
machinery. Many of the tools used only halt a

Annual Meeting of the Board of Coun- 
cliors of the Chicago Hospital. 

The annual meeting of the Board of Council- 
ors of the Chicago Hospital for Women and 
Children was held Monday of this week at the 
hospital, corner of Ogden avenue and Paulina 
street, and the Trustees’ meeting occurred yes- 
terday. The annual report of the Secretary of 
the board represented the year to have been one 
of great prosperity to the hospital, and that it is 
entirely free debt. The Treasurer re- 
ported as follows: On band at the beginning of 
the year, $1,308.60; received during the year, 
$4,273.15: paid for current expenses, $4,528.78; 
cash ov hand, $1,062.97. There were 254 patients 
treated in the bospital during the year 
and 687 in the dispensary. Eight adults 
and 6 five infants died. The entire

FINANCIAL. 


The local money market was less active and 
steady yesterday. The currency orders from 


|, the interior were reported smaller. The local 


call for funds was fair at 6@7 per cent interest. 
Late in the day the New York money market 
was quoted tight at 8@9 per cent, but this is 
looked upon as the work of speculators in stücks. 
and seems to have little or no effect’on local 
financial matters. . 

The aggregate of Chicago bank clearings yes- 
terday was $6,600,000, being $800,000 less than on 
Thursday. 

The internal-revenue receipts yesterday were 
$31,336—spirits paying $25,200, cigars and to- 
baicco $4,912, and beer $1,140. 

Eastern exchange was quoted a shade firmer, 
at 75@80c discount per $1,000. 

Foreign exchange was firmer. English rates 
advanced %. The rise will probably check the 
flow of gold this way. and indicates that there 
are not so many bills offering as was supposed. 
Posted rates on sterling were 482@4184%, and 
actual 4814@484. English documentary, 4784@ 
479, French do, 526%, and German do, 95%. 

The New York stock market was stronger 
early, with a good demand for the principal 
lines, but flattened out towards II o'clock, and 
then ruled dull, with a downward tendency, the 
coal stocks beiug prominent in the weakness, 
but the closings averaged a shade higher than 
twenty-four hours previously. 

Union Pacific was Urmer in expectation of 
larger earnings. Northwestern is also expected 
to show au incroase of $40,000 in earnings for 
the first week in March, St. Paul weakened to- 
ward the close on account of the repetition of 
rumors thatit was pressed for money. A local 
authority says the St. Paul road will show larger 
earnings this season than ever before. The ru- 
mor that some of its paper has gong to protest 
is indignantly denied. 

New York gossip inciudes the point that Sec- 
retary Folger is expected to come to the relief 
of the money market if manipulation shouid 


reach the point of such stringency as to embar- 


rass{commerce. The wiseacres presume to re- 
mark that Folger is friendly to Gould. 

Work on the Canadian Pacific is progress AB 
rapidiy as the weather will permit; about 5. 
men are employed, mostly in placing material 


im position where it will be wanted early in the 


spring. 

Some Wall street bears have the hardihood to 
avow that they discredit the reports of goid 
shipments from Europe, saying that exchange 
rates do not permit the operation. 

The sudden col'apse of Thursday's financial 
stringency in New York is explained by the 
statement that Vanderbilt brokers entered the 
market as lenders ot large amounts at any rate 
they could get. Some houses had borrowed 
sums ranging from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000 at 
bigh rates, fearing a bigger pressure before it 
subsided. 

The shipments of goid from Europe so far as 
known yesterday aggregated £640,000. It is 
thought that Canada will aiso send some; but 


not probabie that France isa present contribu- - 


tor of specie to the United States. 

The New York Bulletin says: The three lead- 
ing European banks hold over £8,000,000 more 
than a year ago, and a large flow of gold hence 
seems probabie. 

For the first week in March Denver earnings 
increased $13,000, and Northwestern is reported 
to show an increase of about $40,000. Union Pa- 
cific for the first seven days in March shows an 
increase of $60,000. 

The forthcoming report of the Burlington & 
Quincy Road, it is stated, will show increased 
gross earnings. but a falling off in net earnings 
as compared with the previous year. The Den- 
ver Extension is said to have earned enough to 
pay interest on the indebtedoess of that part of 
the system and also the regular 8 per cent divi- 
dends. The heavy decrease in earnings is said 
to be in Illinois and Missouri, where the corn 
crop for two years past was short of expecta- 
tions. The question now discussed is, Will the 
road coutinue to pay its 8 per cent annual divi- 
dend. ‘The President says the dividend will not 
be below 8 per cent, and that the road earned 
10% per cent last year. 

An error is noted in yesterday’s summary of 
the last report of the Bureau of Statistics. The 
total value of the exports of domestic mer- 
chandise from the United States in 1882 was 
$749,911,309, against $814,162,951 in 1881. The to- 
tai exports of toreign merchandise, dutiable 
and free, in 1882, were 618.070, 687, and in the pre- 
vious year $19,386,176. The total exports of 
merchandise were $767,981,916 last year, and the 
total imports 372.843.507, showing an excess of 
exports over imports of over $15,000,000. The 
total exports of merchandise, coin, and bullion 
were $824,020,088, and@the imports of the same 
were $775.344,420, showing an excess in exports 
of $48,6 75,660. 

The production ot copper in Arizona ranks 
next to that of Michigan. Arizona furnished 
15,500,000 ibs last year. 

The New York Bulletin draws these conclu- 
sions: The prospect for an active and satisfac- 
tory spring trade at this moment, we are dis- 
posed to think, is as favorable as could reason- 
ably be expected. All the existing conditions 
abundantly warrant the conclusion. Genial 
weather is at band, the resumption of naviga- 
tion isa matter of but a few weeks’ time, the 
barassing uncertainties of Congress and the tar- 
iff are out of the way, the damage to manufact- 
uring and farm property at the West consequent 
upon the tloods in the Ohio and its tributaries 
is by no means as serious as was at first repre- 
sented, and there is nothing In the condition of 
the financial situation to warrant undue appre- 


hensions of a money stringency. The trade of 

the country, as a whole, is unquestionably ona 

sound. basis, and if there are a few weak spots 

here and there, these but serve, by contrast, to

Bostox, March €9.—[{Special.]—There is no 
change to note in the monetary situation.

Outside rates are 
governed largely by bank transactions, and are 
more easily quoted as nominal than actual. The 
banks and trust companies have a little money 
to offer to the general public at special rates. 
Six and one-palf to 7% is a fair quotation for 
call money. Notes are pass 
cent, and makers of paper would be willing to 
pay still higher rates but for the reflection on 
their credit. No actual transactions above 7% 
per cent are heard of. The best factory paper 
is hardly quotabie.

COMMERCIAL, 


The leading produce markets were irregular 
yesterday, with only a moderate aggregate of 
trading. Grain was weak, as a consequence of 
fine weather and an increaging m@vement from 
first hands, but stiffened a little late in the ses- 
sion, when a shifting of the barometric needie 
on "Change led some operators tothink that 
Wiggins’ storm might be brewing after all. Pro- 
visions were perversely stronger, with light re- 
ceiptsof hogs and a export demand for 
product, but specttiative buyers were not active 
at the advance. The visible supply of grain 
seems to be increasing a rate which many re- 
warded as fatal to biber prices. Private ad- 
vices from Europe quoted corn weak under 
foreed sales, and said there is no chance of an 
improvement in grain quotations unless the re- 
ceipts should fall off on this side of the Atlantic. 

Provisions were slow and strong. Pork and 
lard advanced 50 and meats 744@l0c from the 
latest prices of Thursday, and ali closed firm at 
the top. The latest May prices on ‘Change were 
$18.47% for pork, $11.52% bid for lard, and $9.97% 
for short ribs. There was little change in the 
tone of foreign advices, and the local hog mar- 
ket was easier, but with only a small supply. 
Product eased off a little early in the day in 
sympathy with grain, but there were no sellers 
at reduced prices, and what demand there was 
could only be filled at higher figures. The.mar- 
ket looked as if it would have ranged materiaily 
higber but for the weakness in cereals, the latter 
rather restricting demand than making bolders 
anxious. Packers reported a fair inquiry by 
shippers, with some export ofders for meats. 

Fiour was again very dull, with no quoted 
change in prices. The weakness in wheat was 
assigned as a reason why foreign buyers should 
hole off, especially as the supply on the other 
side of the Atlantic is fully equal to the require- 
ments. The local trade was very quiet. Bran 
and other coarse milistuffs were firm. 

Wheat was rather quiet and quite weak, de- 
clining lc and closing %c below the latest prices 
of Thursday, at $1.08 for March and $1.13% 
asked for May. The public telegrams quoted a 
3d per qr advance in London, but private advites 
were of contrary tenor, and the reportof our 
visible supply showed an increase of 823,000 bu 
during. last week, with some 7.000.000 
bu more in sight than a year ago, while 
fine weather promised larger receipts for 
the near future. The immediate cause of weak- 
ness was, however, the report from New York 
that 4 boat-loads of wheat were discovered to be 
in a damaged condition. It wasfeared by some 
that this might make wneat-holders unwilling 
to carry it longer, in which case the large offer- 
ings would weaken the market. But no long 
wheat came out here nor on the seaboard, so 
far as reported, and towards 1 o'clock the par- 
ties who had sold early in the day concluded 
tthey had been more frightened than hurt. 
There was also some disposition to invest at the 
decline, and sume buying orders came here from 
the seaboard. The news from the country was 
mostly bearish, so far as good crop prospects 
tend to depress prices. Car-lots were tame and 
declined about ½ in sympathy with futures. 
On the afternoon call the market was n at 
51.18% for May. 

Corn was rather active and mostly week. de- 
clining xe, .but rallied, and closed only a 
shade below the latest prices of Fri- 
day, at 57%c for March and ne bid for 
May. London reported a decline of 3d per 
quarter, our receipts showed a consider-. 
able gain in the percentage of contract grades, 
and St. Louis was reported to have received 170 
car-loads of No. 2, while wheat was weak, and 
the visible supply of corn was said to have in- 
creased 2,100,000 during last week. There was 
some doubt that she latter figures exceeded the 
ru th, Lut it was Renerally agreed that the offer- 
ings were likely to exceed the demand, and 
folks scanned a little more closely than usual 
the price difference between No 2 
for May and the lower grades spot, think- 
ing it too great to be sustained on a 
liberal movement from first hands.

The Chicago Grocer suggests that the retail 
grocery-inen keep this peuny as a profit, instead 
of continuing the “toolish practice of selling 
sugars at cost. The profits of such a plan are 
Hgured up about as fast as the gains on saving- 
bank deposits were in the ante-fire days. Un- 
less the ever-existing sharp competition among, 
grocers can be stopped, they are not likely to 
make this extra penay.

The affections of Burns—always inclined 
to rove—were first seriously fixed on Ellison 
Begbie, a pretty servant lass in Lochlie, to 
whom he wrote the following offer of mar- 
riage. Not this letter, however, nor the 
beautiful verses of Mary Morrison,“ which 
he addressed to her, had any effect on her 
heart, and her refusal plunged him fora 
time into a deep melancholy. Years after 
he spoke of her as the one among all his ear- 
ly loves who would have made him the most 
suitable wife. 

Loch IE. 1780.—My Dran E.: I do hot remem- 
ber, in the course of your acquaintance and 
mine, ever to have heard your opinion on the 
ordinary way of falling in love among people of 
our station of life—I do not mean the persons 
who proceed in the way of bargain, but those 
whose affection is really placed on the person.

The love of Lord Nelson for Lady Hamil- 
ton is so inseparable a part of his history 
that it has become an episode in English his- 
tory as well. There are few characters in 
the naval annals of England that excite such 
personal sympathy and interest as Lord Nei- 

n. The enthusiasm which was telt for 
him by every sailor under his command com- 
municates itself to all who read his life. He 
was a man perfectly brave, yet tender to ex- 
cess; his men said of him that “He was 
brave as a lion yet as gentle asa lamb.” His 
2 were so acute that when any harsh 
discipline was enforced on board his ship he 
suffered from it as much as if he had been a 
woman. Such a nature as this was likely to 
be strongly swayed by the passion which 
seized him in the prime of manhood, at the 
hight of his fame. ‘That his love for Lady 
Hamilton was most genuine and sincere, no 
one can doubt, it was so sweeping and abso- 
lute that nothing in his life could stand 
against it. He felt it as apart of his life, his 
loyalty, and his religion. 

The career of Lady Hamilton is one of the 
most exceptional in all the accounts of women 
of strange and adventurousfortunes. What- 
ever had been her history before meeting 
with Neison, her devotion to him seems as 
sincere and absolute as his for her. She was 
faithful to her affection from first to last, 
and remained faithful to his memory after 
death. 0 

That she was a person of almost irresistible 
charm we have overwhelming testimony. 
Even Southey. who touches lightly on her 
history, says: “She was a woman whose per- 
sonal attractions have scurcely been equaled, 
and whose powers of mind were not less fas- 
civating than her person.”’ At the court of 
Naples she had carried ali hearts before her. 
The Queen, who was a sister of Marie An- 
toinette, wrote to her as her dearest friend. 

It was at Naples that Nelson first met her, 
and his affection, begun then, ceased only 
with his death at the battle of Trafalgar. 
She was to him “his saint,“ “ his guardian 
angel.“ When he was dead they found her 
picture on his heart. He regarded her with 
a reverence almost superstitious. When 
he had his ship cleared for action 
on the morning of his last attie, 
and the pictures of Lady Hamilton and 
his daughter Horatia were taken from the 
walls of his cabin, where they always hung, 
he told his men to “take care of his guard- 
ian angel.” Almost his last words were. 
“Take care of Lady Hamilton.” “I leave 
Lady Hamilton and my daughter to my 
country.” The yearning of the tender- 
hearted hero for affection burst out in his 
last words.to Capt. Hardy, “Kiss ‘me 
Hardy: and he died, as Ne had promised 


Lady Ilamilton, with the last sigh upon his 


lips for her felicity. 

It seems as if England should have re- 

arded his request to take care of Lady 

amilton.” Not only his country, but his 
brother, who inherited his title, ignored his 
will and refused to acknowledge any claims. 
The estate of Merton. where Lady Hamilton 
had resided during Nelson’s absences from 
home, was loaded with debts, which she 
made vain efforts to have cleared off, so as to 
preserve it. She was arrested for débt, act- 
ually imprisoned, and finajly left England 
to live in France, in a little town hear the 
seacoast. Here, one day, an English 
lady, Mrs. Hunter, was buying some 
meat at the butcher’s for aj 5 dog, when 
the shopman said to her, “ My lady is En- 
Tun and there is another lady in town, 

nglish too, who would be glad of th® meat 
you buy for your little dog.“ 

Mrs. Hunter, shocked at what she heard, 
went to seek this English lady. It was 
lady Hamilton, then in a dying condition. 
Mrs. Hunter succored her and administered 
to her, and soon saw hér breathe her Jast. 

The letters of Nelson are very numerous, 
and are written on every occasion on which 
a letter could be transmitted. When there 
was danger that they would be opened they 
are more guarded than those sent by pri- 
vate means, but all breathe most absolute 
devotion and confidence. The following, 
Nelson’s last letter to Lady Hamilton, was 
found on his desk after death. It is now in 
the British Museum, and is indorsed with 
these words in Lady Hamilton’s handwrit- 
ing: “This letter was found open on his 
desk and sone to Lady Hamilton by 
Capt. Hardy. Ob, mBerable, wretched Em- 
ma! Oh glorious and happy Nelson!“ This 
letter also inclosed a brief one for his daugh- 
ter Horatia. 

Vicrory, Oct. 19, 1805—Noon—Capiz, E. S. E. 
16 22 dearest beloved Emma, the dear 
friend of my bosom. The signal bas been made 
that the enemy's combined fleet are coming out 
of port. Wehavevery little wind, so that I 
have no hopes of seeing them before tomorrow. 
May the God of battles crown my endearofs 
with success; at all events I will take care that 
my name shall ever be most dear to you and to 
Horatia. both of whom I love as much as my 
own life. Aud as my last writing before the 
battle will be to you, so 1 hope in God thar I 
shall live tofinish my letter after the battle.

Ile follows, 
pushing aside the old women who attempt to 
bar his progress, heedless of the sealskin 
scourges they lay about his shoulders, Should 
he catch the flying lass, more scratching and 
biting ensues, and perchance a second es- 
cape. The chase is then renewed as before, 
only the wife-hunter is inspirited by know- 
ing that, a third capture effected, there will 
be no more maidenly struggles; the girl ac- 
cepting her fate and allowing him to lead her 
away amid the applauding shouts of the ex- 
cited spectators. The aboriginal Australian 
adopts a more summary process when tired 
of single blessedness. He looks about for a 
likely helpmate, and, finding one, waits his 
opportunity, knocks her down, and carries 
her home. / 

Marriages by capture, in this simple form, 
is now unknown out of savagedom, having 
elsewhere resolved itself into bride chases 
and sham bridal battles; mere mockeries or 
mimicries of the grim realities of those an- 
cient days when men literally took wives 
unto themselves, in practical assertion th 
„none but the brave deserve the fair.“ 

In Smapore the winning of a bride de- 
pends upon the matrimonial aspirant’s fleet- 
ness of foot or skill in paddling his own 
canoe. In the first case, @circular course is 
marked out, haif of which is traversed by the 
maiden—incumbered only with a waistband 
—ere the word is given for the would-be pos- 
sessor to go in pursuit, in the hope of over- 
taking her before-she has thrice compassed 
the circle; that achieved, she has no choice 
but to take the vietor for her lord. In the 
water-chase the damsel takes her place in a 
canoe, and plies its double-bladed paddle 
until she has obtained a reasonable start, 
when her admiré@r sets off after her. The 
contest is usual but of short endurance. 
the pair having come to a proper understand- 
ing beforehand ; but should the girl have no 
fancy for the suitor, and possesses sufficient 
determination and strength of arm to gain 
the goal first. she is at liberty to laugh at the 
disconsélate loser of the match, and reserve 
herself for a claimant more to her liking. 

Bride-chasing is generally a trial of horse- 
manship. In this sha it is practiced by 
most of the nomadic tribes of Central Asia. 
Capt. Burnaby tells us that when it has to be 
decided how a Turcoman belle is to be set- 
tied in lite, the whole tribe turns out, and 
the young lady, being allowed the choice of 
horses, — away from her suitors. They 
follow her. She avoids those she dislikes, 
and seeks to throw herseif in the way of the 
object of her affactions, The moment she is 
cauglt she the wife of her captor. 
Fu ceremonies are dispensed with, and 
he takes her to his tent.” In some tribes the

In Circassia the carrying off ot the bride 
isa prearra affair, the bridegroum and 
his followers rushing into the bride’s house 
while the wedd revelries are at their 
hight there and ing the unreluctant dam- 
sel off with them, Against such an irrup- 
tion the Indian Mussulman provides by clos- 
ing the entrances to the lady’s abode and set- 
ting a guard before it to receive the expected 
assailants. “‘Who are you who dare to ob- 
struct the King’s cavaleade?” demands the 
leader of the wife-seizing band. There are 
thieves abroad at night: possibly we behold 
them,” is the reply. A long interchange of 
uncomplimentary badinage ensues, termi- 
nating lu an attempt to break through the 
ranks of the bride’s defenders. Failing in 
this the bridegroom pays down a certain sum 
of money and.the gates are flung open. 
There is a second contest of strength within 
the gates, ending as a matter of course in 
the giving up of the maiden and her depart- 
ure with the victorious party. 

The Khords have turned marriage by capt- 
ure from comedy into farce. Kiding one 
night among the hills an English officer 
heard loud cries, seemingly proceeding from 
a village hard by. Mak for the spot, he 
saw a man carrying +4 gee iis back something 
enveloped in a scarlet cloth. He was sur- 
rounded by twenty or thirty young fellows, 
who had all their work to do to protect him 
from the desperate assaults of a number of 
girls.
